Stagehands Ask 
Salary Security 


Unknown Producers Hereafter 
Must Put Up Cash Bond 
To Obtain Crew 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—After extremo 
difficulty during the past year in col- 
lecting around $50,000 owed the stage- 
hands’ union by managers as back salary 
or pay in lieu of notice, the International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Employees 
has taken steps to protect its members 
under a plan which would make it com- 
pulsory on the part of unknown pro- 
ducers to post two weeks’ salary in ad- 
vance for the stage crew. 

The ruling, directed chiefly at what 
the union calls “fly-by-nighters” and 
“dead heads” and approved by the lead- 
ing Broadway managers as being highly

and Stanley Company---Merger Practically Unites Leading

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 8.—The Billboard 
representative here has been reliably in- 
formed, despite denials of the principals,

Rowland & Clark had started work on 


a new $3,000,000 theater in down-town 
Pittsburgh some six months ago, but 
after all the leveling had been done work 
was stopped. However, work was re- 
sumed last Friday just as the rumor of 
the proposed big merger was in the air. 

When interviewed by The Billboard 
representative Mr. Davis’ only comment 
was “Not yet.” Pittsburgh papers as 
early as last Tuesday carried a story 
that the Stanleys would take over the 
Davis holdings, but this story was en- 
tirely erroneous. It is expected that full 
details of the merger will be announced 
this week.

Reports Stiff Movie Opposition 


Independent Traveling Attraction Finds Group of Chain Theater 
Trusts That Shame the Famous “Pork Trust’’---Some 
Tactics of Film House Interests Described 


The opposition of the movies to other forms of amusement appears to be some- 
what stiffer on the West Coast than it is in some other parts of the country, accord- 
ing to a report just received by The Billboard from the manager of an independent 


road show which has just been thru that section. 


follows: 

“In behalf of the performers in our line 
T wish to thank you for the very fine 
help and interest you have shown in the 
efforts of the tent shows to hold their 
own against the moving picture people. 
Altho we are not tent people, yet we are 
having a hard fight—perhaps harder 
than the tent folks—with the same con- 
dition of chain theaters. We are a road 
show, working winter and summer, and 
while we ‘have struck a few snags in 
Texas and other States, up to this year 
when we hit the Coast we did not know 
there were such conditions in the show 
business as are developing at present. We 
find a trust, or rather a group of trusts, 
that shame the famous “pork trust”? not 
only in manner of procedure but in un- 
sanitary moral methods as well. When 
they see an agent of a road show is 
bound to get booked in their terr‘tory, if 
all other things fail they book him and 
then buck the show. As they generally 
own all the houses it is very easy for 
them to do this. 

“Our agent has run into some queer 
situations. He even has been shown 
books which we afterward found out 
were just for such cases. Managers had 
him book us under the most impossible 
terms, and he was obliged to take it or 
lose the whole territory, which would 
mean a long jump for the show. One 
of the bookings was with a man who 
owns about 16 theaters in four or five 
towns. We obtained three towns, as 
that was all we could get. When the 
show arrived we found things misrep- 
resented. Then right across the street 
was a feature film of the exact name, ex- 
cept for one letter, as our own show, with 
a big circus bally. This despite the fact 
that we had booked in three weeks ahead. 
The manager also tried to ring a lot of 
newspaper stuff in on us. We refused to 
stand for the extortion, so he closed us 
and then blamed us for leaving his thea- 
ters dark. This is only one of many 
cases we have since learned about. 

“We are sure ‘the performers’ bible’, 
as Billyboy is called, will get things 
changed, as you have brought this thing 
in front of the public and that is doing 
wonders. I wish you would publish this, 
but, for obvious reasons, please withhold 
my name.”

In this house, 
which got in trouble with the musicians 
and stagehands’ union, the musicians are 
from New York Local bandsmen, re- 
senting this deeply, made it their business 
to go to the polls 100 per cent strong to 
vote against the referendum and get any- 
one else to vote the same way if they 
could. There are about 100 local musi- 
cians in Kingston, it is estimated.

Tucker-Straton 
Debate Drama 


Professor Successfully Defends 
Modern Theater Against 
New York Minister 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Dr. S. Marion 
Tucker, president of the Department of 
Dramatic Art at the Brooklyn Institute 
of Arts and Sciences; professor of Eng- 
lish at the Brooklyn Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, and noted lecturer and writer on 
the drama jin connection with the Drama 
League, argued against the Rev. Dr. John 
Roach Straton, New York minister, last 
Tuesday night on the subject, “Is the 
Modern Theater Decadent?” Dr. Wil- 
liam I, Felter acted as chairman of the 
lively debate, with Dr. Straton taking 
the affirmative and Dr, Tucker fighting 
for the negative side of the question, 
while a rapt audience of several thou- 
sand watched and listened. 

Altho neither side was conceded win- 
ner, Dr. Tucker scored point after point, 
always proving his “case” with reliabk 
statistics. Dr. Straton, while arguing 
with eloquence, digressed at times from 
the subject of the debate, dwelling upon 
individual cases of immorality among 
members of the theater and particularly 
of the motion picture world. He stated 
that while in his opinion the theater is 
not totally decadent, it is strongly and 
obviously on the way. He placed the 
blame for stage evils on the managers 
and owners of plays rather than upon the 
actors and actresses, whom he regards 
as victims of “unfortunate tragic condi- 
tions”. He said, “I indict the modern

Literally, the term of morality plav 
hardly fits The Pearl of Great Price. It 
has been commonly applied to describe 
all those allegorical dramas that have 
been offered from the innovations of 
the 12th century down thru Everyman 
to Experience and its contemporaries.

ACT I—The Living Room of 
the Emerson Mansion on an August Morning. 
The Present Day. ACT II—The Same. An

Some excellent material for a worth- 
while play goes to waste in Seed of the 
Brute. What could be so fertile is neg- 
lected for the cultivation of common 
weeds, and the manure which is used to 
make them showy has such a foul stench 
that no decent person will care to gu 
near the Little Theater property, once 
the virgin meadow of John Go'den. His 
Pigs might well disclaim birthplace. 

Knowles Entrikin has conceived for 
his premise the character of Calvin Rob- 
erts, risen toO-power over his entire com- 
munity thru brutish self-will and ad- 
vantageous marriage. Young John Rob- 
erts prefers academic pursuit to strife 
for small-town supremacy in his father’s 
footsteps. Disappointed and enraged, 
Calvin suddent!y discovers the seed of 
his leadership in an illegitimate son who 
will have none of him. The varied op- 
portunities thus opened are beyond 
Entrikin’s imagination. He selects the 
least important points for his dramatic 
values, dragging in hackneyed situations 
and hbefuddling his whole theme. Both 
his act on and his dialog are stilted and 
unnatural. Possibly realizing that his 


resu't is weak, he has resorted to inex- 
cusable smut in the hope of sensation. 
The salacious prolog, the extensive use 


of profanity and indelicate speech are 
matters for the play jury. 

Robert Ames is badly miscast in the 
Calvin Roberts role. He is still too 
much of the juvenile to be convincing 
as a father of two grown men and he 
lacks the force and the metallic nature 
to suggest anything like a “Brute”. He 


struggles hard but in vain. Donn Cook 
would be pleasing as the legitimate son 
if he could overcome the formality of 
the author's lines and direct'on. The 
other son is made entirely bel’evable in 
a fine performance by Harold Elliott, 
who shows an all-around improvement 
in each succeeding engagement. He is 
worth watching. , 

Claude Cooper gives his usual sterling 
characterization of a reprobate in the 
part of a grafting sheriff, and thaf of- 
ficial’s wife is played to the hilt of its 
smoldering dramatics by Hilda Vaughn, 
who needs to guard against a tendency 
to overdo her biggest scenes. Another 
of Calvin’s victims, Adele Carples, does 
what is asked of her in the distasteful 
prolog. Sydney Booth plays her de- 
ceived husband with deep understanding. 
Doris Rankin and David G'assford carry 
out the aristocratic requirements of the 
family into which Calvin has advanced 
himself and are properly calm to the 
degree of coldness. The slight love in- 
terest in the play is brought out when 
chance affords by the comely Jane Sey- 
moun 

Three well-designed settings by Jo 
Mielziner supply a clean background for 
Entrikin’s unnecessary dirt. The dis- 
trict attorney should admire them at any 
rate.

The third play which Eva Le Ga'lienne 
has added to her repertoire is one of 
Ibsen’s better known, but nevertheless 
dull, plays, which requires only seven 
people and two simple sets. Perhaps 
that is why she chose to present The 
Master Builder again this season, altho 
the play affords Miss Le Gallienne an 
opportunity to don boyish clothes and 
to tear thru the fat part of Hi'da. Egon 
Brecher, too, is allotted his familiar part 
of Halvard, the master builder, who 
fears that the younger generation will 
usurp his place in the scheme of things 
architectural. Bet it is a doubtful 
premise whether or not anyone can 
breathe life into this creaky vehicle, con- 
taining as it does an entire second act 
devoted to a continuous conversation be- 
tween the princ pal players. Altho we 
have the so-cal'ed problem of the young- 
er generation with us a’ways, the fact 
remains that the building of Scandina- 
vian churches and houses is a long way 
removed from the minds of the theater- 
go'ng clients -of today. Problem plays 
must be built of firmer timber. 

Miss Le Gallienne is too effervescently 
buoyant thruout the entire performance, 
altho she does well with that difficult 
final scene wherein she describes the 
ascent and fall of the master builder. 
Brecher is much less satisfactory as the 
weakling architect, because of faulty dic- 
tion in which he runs words and sen- 
tences together and because of his ac- 
cent which serves him so well as Mr. 
Jacobs in Saturday Night. While his 
speech fits the Benavente play, it is off 
key in this drama of the North Beatrice 
Terry, so admirable in the other plays 
of the Civic Theater, does what she can 
with the role of the he'pless, half-mad 
wife who thinks of nothing but her 
“duty”. A too-Eng'ish Dr, Herdal is 
played by Sayre Crawley, and Sydney 
Machat is quite satisfactory in his bref 
scene as the old architect. Ruth Wilton 
and Harold Moulton are straightforward 
and natural as the younger generation. 

The direction of Miss Le Gallienne is 
an improvement over her work with the 
two earlier plays. The chief trouble 
w'th this revival is that Ibsen was not 
a master bui'der of plays which interest 
this generation.

The Hindu drama, The Little Clay 
Cart, last presented in 1924, has been re- 
vived at the Neighborhood Playhouse 
with an almost intact cast. Its sojourn 
among the mothballs has in no way «if- 
fected its delicate wit and distinctive lyric 
beauty, and, since good literature springs 
eternal, the piece stands before us as 
fresh and delightful as it was a thousand 
years ago. 


There is always talk of “expression- 
ism" and “newer theories of the drama”, 
but The Little Clay Cart indicates clearly 
the close analogy between Greek and 
Hindu classic drama, and the modern ex- 
perimental play such as White Wings and 
The Moon Is a Gong, There is in both 
types a freedom from conventional real- 
ism, an attempt to attack fundamental 
problems thru the apparent paradox of 
simplification and fantastic exaggeration. 
The result is, at least, always interesting. 


Charudatta, that paragon of Brahman 
merchants, embodying the philosophy 
that “Virtue is its own reward,” is again 
played with deep poetic insight by Ian 
Maclaren. Opposed to him Betty Linley 
brings a precious fragility to the role of 
Vasantasena, the  sainted courtesan. 
Dorothy Sands steps with perfect ease 
and grace from the part of maidservant 
to mother of Vasantasena, and Edgar 
Kent, as the faithful friend of Charu- 
datta, is pleasingly sincere. Santhanaka, 
that hirsute lisping villain, is done with 
understanding by the gamboling Marc 
Loebell, and Albert Carroll, the artistic 
shampooer, turns monk with convincing 
simplicity. George Stillwell, a little ar- 
tificial as the Stage Manager of the Pro- 
log, sublimates himself satisfactorily 
in the succeeding roles of policeman and 
magistrate. The minor characters are 
safely intrusted to Lois Shore, Walter 
Geer, Lily Lubell, Paula Trueman, Irene 
Lewisohn, Otto Hulicius, John F. Roche, 
Joseph N. Thayer, George Hoag, Theo- 
dore Hecht, Anton Bundsman, Ralph 
Geddes, William Challee, John D. Hag- 
gart, Horace Michael and David Lewis. 


The incidental music, on sitar and 
esraj, is capably handled by Prosulla 
Kuman Ghosal and Sarat Lahiri. 


The direction, by Agnes Morgan and 
Irene Lewisohn, has an artless precision 
baséd on a profound knowledge of bal- 
ance and position. Their aimost total 
abolition of props lends a_ delightful 
sense of fantasy, and their constant ust 
of minute gesture, where even the flick of 
a finger is of extreme importance, adds 
an effect too often absent on the English- 


speaking stage. They have given us 4 
performance unusually fine. 

Aline Bernstein has furnished fou! 
settings in which simplicity becom 


beauty, and her employment of lighting 
runs into plastic art. 


The Little Clay Cart proves itself 
worthy of having been kept in the reper- 
toire of the Neighborhood Playhouse.

Out for a bit of fun at the expense of 
his own craft, Ferenc Molnar cuts loose 
for a fare-thee-well in Spiel im Schloss, 
as his latest play was called before P. 


G. Wod » changed the title in mak- 
ing his admirable adaptation for the local 
sta The result will entertain a lim- 


ited audience of sophisticates. 

1lso bring this Hungarian play- 
wright closer to his foreign admirers, for 
the character that fs so suavely enacted 
by the versatile Holbrook Blinn is ob- 
viously none other than Molnar himself 
in deputy. Lightly disguised under the 
name of Sandor Turai, he and his col- 
laborator, together with a youthful com- 
poser, are discovered at the curtain dis- 
cusing ways and means for the forth- 
coming operetta Their talk of the 
dificulties in technique is not the pro- 
found treatises of Philip Barry's In a 
Garden, but rather a drollery on the 
conventions of the theater Mo!nar, as 
Sandor of course, humorously suggests 
that exposition be done away with. that 
the characters step one by one to the 
footlichts and deliver a frank self-intro- 
duction, which he himself proceeds to 
do, the other two following suit. Thus 
informally and most delightfully. for 
this once anyway, the past and present of 
these two librettists and their protece 
are quickly set forth, and the main story 
of their fr='to at a castle on the 


— 


Riviera begins to unfold. Dicressions, so 
skillfully Woven fn that ‘irrelevance is 
not apparent, bring back from time to 
time the light cynicisms on dramaturey. 
They are fully as amusing as the whim- 
sical plot itself. And just so is the pause 
at the end of the second act, with the 
curtain being twice stayed in its descent 
wkile Molnar experiments to prove the 
most effective tage to hold over attention 
for the last chapter. Desnite the fun he 
makes of his art, a less crafty dramatist 
would never get awav with such monkey 
business. And that is rrobably just what 
this sly gent from Budapest wanted us 
to think’ 

But of his gossamer story itse'f the 
Tight spirit of Continental playviewing 
wi'l aceent the thinnees of the castle 
walls that allows the amorous composer 
to reluctantly overhear from th. next 
bedroom a naughty dialoe between his 
flancee-prima donna and an actor-friend. 
For the acceptance of it as plausible is 
well recompensed in Molnar’s ingenious 
method. acain as Sandor. of saving his 
young maestro from a broken heart bv 
sitting up the nieht to dash off a crazy 
Plavlet that includes the words of the 
reckless affair, but makes them inno- 
cently to apply to a prize plece of fruit. 
As later the foolish prima donna and her 
perfect idiot of a leading man are forced 
to learn and then enact the plavlet before 
the chagrined composer, Molnar accom- 
Dlishes both some of his best sardonic 
dies and a happy ending. 

Holbrook Blinn, makine profit of his 
fat role and his directorial! richt to keep 
himself always in the center of the stage, 
scores another triumph He seems fully 
‘ompetent to represent the real play- 
Wright of this glossy concoction, and his 
acting follows closely its informality and 
diversification, keeping dienity thru all 
Its foolery 

\s the pessimistic collaborator Hubert 
Druce is effective, tho he gains it with 
Stock tricks His pace could stand 
Wickening within reason of his deliberate 
character. 

Edward Crandall carries the awk- 
wardness of his adolescence a bit too far 
'n the early scenes, but works into the 
fole of the composer nicely as he pro- 
bre ‘ses teginald Owen is immense as 
ham actor, and Catherine Dale Owen 
Swell, es beautiful as ever, but she 
Nays her part of the prima donna with 
the same lack of artistry that has marred 
her work in the past Miss Owen's 
faults have been pointed out to her so 
often that there is little use to repeat 
them again. 

As the not quite bright footman of the 
Castle Ralph Nairn is paradoxically bril- 


the 


liant, and Claud Allister adds materially 
to the merriment with a thoroly sym- 
pathetic performance as the silly-ass 
secretary who is a_ too ambitious 
prompter for the little playlet within the 
piece. 

An imposing set supplies proper back- 
ground, and the direction easily maneu- 
vers effective groupings. The play drags 
a little in spots because some of the 
scenes are drawn out after their purpose 
and point become obvious. An extensive 
cutting would help this small matter in 
an otherwise we!l-constructed production.

A gay little play admirably suited 
for the talents of Mrs. Samuel Insull 
and the inauguration of the season of 
repertoire. 

The play opens in the home of the 
Titcombs, at Sparta, Me. Jefferson Tit- 
comb, a farmer, is just entering a cam- 
paign for the Legislature, and has as 
an assistant campaign manager an ef- 
fervescent young woman who convince¢ 
him that he is “somebody”, needing only 
“contacts” to bring him into the realm 
of the truly great. His wife, Milaney, 
a former school marm, with a love for 
poetry and romance, had succumbed to 
his wiles as a result of his praise 
for her sweet ways and wavy hair, and 
became his wife. He soon forgot. 

When the stalwart New Englander 
sought to make his volitical way under 
the tutorship of the woman assistant 
campaign manager, Milaney decided that 
she is missing out on romance and would 
have a fling of her own. Leaving a 
note, telling of her departure, with Har- 
riet Spode, a prime old spinster, she 
started over The Runaway Road to Paris 
and its environs. Here the action re- 
volves around a situation deftly intro- 
duced, which is the source of an 
abundance of truly comic situations. 

At one time General George Washine- 
ton had slept at the Sparta home, a fact 
that was the pride of our New Enz- 
landers, and many visitors were attracted 
to this shrine A tablet was attached 
to the bed to impress all with this his- 
toric fact. By a misunderstanding th:s 
incident becomes the lady's onen sesame 
to France, to romance end to her adven- 
ture, when she boasts of the bed (her 
bed) in which President Washington 
slept. This gives the impression to an 
impetuous young French officer, Lieut. 
De Jarnac, that she bears the same re- 
lationship to the president of the United 
States that Mad. Maintenon.did to Louis 
XIV, and he whispers the story about. 
At once Milaney becomes a celebrity. It 
causes her presence at a minature Deau- 
ville to be capitalized by the resort man- 
agement The French flock there. 

When Harriet, her companion, compre- 
hends the situation she plainly express*s 
her dismay, but to Mme. Titcomb the 
idea is naughty but nice. She returns 
to Sparta followed bv the fiery French 
lover, who confronts the stalwart farmer- 
hu band. Jefferson wakes up and the 
romance which had won him his wife was 
renewed. Fortunately the cast is compe- 
tent, for Mrs. Samuel Insull (the former 
Gladvs Wallis) can write her name for 
millions and has surrounded herself with 
a group of players all widely known for 
their respective talents end an able busi- 
ness staff. Mrs. Insull acted with under- 
standing and charm. She has grace and 
spirit, but the part of Milaney makes no 
excessive demands on her talents. She 
moves easily thru the comedy and in the 
few romantic moments was most °x- 
auisite, Louis D’Arclay. handsome and 
implusive, gave a rousing performance of 
the ardent lover. Helon Strickland dis- 
plays an intelligent and delightful piece 
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of character work in depicting the New 
England spinster. June Elvidge acted the 
role of a good-looking woman in politics 
with a spirit of sincerity and decided 
ability, and Joseph McManus, as the hus- 
band, handles capably a part that offers 
little opportunity for one who has proven 
his ability to do better things in previous 
appearances in our theaters. All the 
others acquitted themselves in a man- 
ner that was to be, expected in a play 
on which manifest care had, it was evi- 
dent, been lavished. 


The Runaway Road is the work of 
Gretchen Damrosch Finletter, who has 
won some attention as a writer of short 
Plays and stories and who spent a brief 
time on the stage. She is the daughter 
of Walter Damrosch, the dean of Ameri- 
can composers, and a granddaughter of 
the late James G. Blaine, famous states- 
man. This is her first effort at full 
play writing. The Repertoire Company 
is an Illinois corporation that has taken 
over the Studebd@ker Theater for a term 
of years, with the intention to produce 
new plays by American authors, as well 
as the revival of some standard plays. 
It is to be hoped that success will be 
attained and the Repertoire Company will 
be an institution as it deserves to be.

The loose ends of Dion Titheradge’s 
play from London are not as loose as 
they are made to seem. Thru the same 
scintillating vacuity of overcivilized dia- 
log that has hitherto been associated 
with Noel Coward's works there seeps the 
gradually knitting threads of a story in 
this drama which mats itself into a far 
tighter whole than, for instance, The 
Vortex. 

Molly Kerr, who was also in the latter 
play, outsparks all her fellow players in 
the present smart verbiage, and like 
Loose Ends she carries something well 
defined thru jt all Her frankness as 
the bachelor girl is a sincere frankness. 
Her de‘ightful diction is no finer than 
her characterization. And with all her 
keen performance she also has that sort 
of charm that creates in her audience 
the wish to have her as a_ personal 
friend The audience must b® satisfied, 
however, with witness ng Miss Kerr 
shower a cryptic friendship on two other 
interesting characters in the piece. It is 
around this pair that the main theme is 
developed. To expound the story in 
print is need'ess and dsclosure would be 
detrimental to the surprise of future 
patrons. Suffice to say that it is deftly 
carried out, and to commend Titheradge 
not only for that but for the beautifully 
restrained manner in which he himself 
plays the role most deeply concerned. 
He does not exercise any of the openings 
for actory heroics, much to his credit 
in the trip'e power of author-player- 
director, and his characterization seems 
in every way genuina Opposite him Vio- 
let Heming makes clear and pleasing the 
none-too-easy part of the gadding star 
from London stages. 

In less important roles Michael Brada- 
de!l stands out by beng most delight- 
fully amusing and not in the least ob- 
noxious in the part of a very effeminate 
young man. Stanley Logan and Charles 
Quartermaine play a pair of rotters to 
quiet effect, and Ethel Griffies gets in 
some good work as an aspiring and in- 
quisitive matron. Another but younger 
parasite is made little of in the over- 
conscientious hands of Alison Bradshaw, 
who is unable to find a facile flippancy.

Organizations, But Keith-Albee Organization May Make 
P Deal of Its Own 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—Negotiations have been opened for the purpose of playing 
the Vitaphone in big-time vaudeville houses, with Keith-Albee and Orpheum coming 


in thru the Distributors’ Producing Corporation, in which they control a 


cent vote on the board of directors.

This comes as a result of a plan to interest 


several large vaudeville and picture combines in Vitaphone, the original scheme 


taking in Famous Players-Lasky Corpora- 
tion, First National Pictures, Loew’s, 
Inc., and United Artists, Inc. 

These organizations, according to 
tentative outlines, would share in Vita- 
phone to the extent of 10 per cent each, 
with Warner Brothers, thru their Vita- 
phone company, retaining a 50 per cent 
share. The Vitaphone Company would 
charge royalties on machines installed in 
theaters of the above-mentioned firms 
and this would be the principal source of 


revenue for the company. 
However, while it has been said that 


Warner Brothers’ controlled the sub- 
sidiary organization known as the Vita- 
phone Corporation, just what sort of an 
agreement existed between the Warners, 
the Western Electric Company and the 
Bell Telephone, who developed the in- 
vention and is presenting it in associa- 
tion with the picture people, has never 
been made public. 

The Billboard learns exclusively from 
reliable sources that the Vitaphone was 
offered to J. J. Murdock, general man- 
ager of Keith-Albee and P. D. G di- 
rector, by representatives of the Western 
Electric and Bell Telephone companies, 
If this inside angle is authentic, there 
is nothing to prevent Vitaphone from 
being played in vaudevi@e houses the 
present season. There is also the pos- 
sibility of acts under contract being al- 
lowed to make records for Vitaphone. 

Estimated cost of installing the ine 
vention may prove to be a drawback 
nevertheless. The sum of $4,000 is said 
to be a minimum amount, most of the 
expense being due to the amplifiers 
needed The K.-A, Hippodrome in this 
city could install Vitaphone at compara- 
tively little cost since the house already 
has an elaborate amplifying system.

» at Loew’s Gates Theater, Brooklyn, 
Style—Song and dance revue. Setting— 
In three, special. Time—Twenty-two 
minutes. 

Rack in the winter of 1924 Crouch 
was caught In a similar act by a Bill- 
hoard reviewer. He was then in black- 
face, but In his current vehicle, while no 
longer hidden behind a burnt-cork mask, 
his gestures, diction and carriage suggest 
the traditional stage type of darky. The 
supporting cast includes a_ twin-sister 
team, a man in straight character, and 
a tall, comely girl, who has comparatively 
little to do, appearing frequently in 
changed costume and taking her place 
as the principal feeder for €rouch’s 
anemic gags. 

The most tolerant method of reviewing 
this act is to consider, above all else, its 
song and dance bits. These are not quite 
strong enough in appeal to make one for- 
get the sin committed against entertain- 
ment by the lame dialog. The twins 
open in a vocal bit, following in a brief 
stepping interlude. The straigat man 
joins the pair in another song and dance, 
which seems to be about the best bit in 
the act. Crouch contributes a “mammy” 
song, in which his old blackface seems 
to crop out more pronounced than in the 
other bits. The twins appear toward the 
close in Charleston and tap bits, and the 
straight man comes in for a share of 
specialty work with a buck and wing 
variation. The close is a vocal finale. 
With the fruitless dialog omitted, this 
turn might evolve into something worth 
consideration. E. E. 8. 


Fulton and Mack

Fulton and Mack areqytwo men of 
splendid physical type, remarkably 
developed, who perform a routine of 
gymnastic tricks with ease and apparent 


nonchalance. They present hand-to-hand 
balancing stunts and other feats of 
strength. 


Following the conventional opening 
stunt, the understander picks his partner 
up and holds him in the air with one 
hand. A flying leap over several chairs 
to the hands of the understafider is 
another stunt that gets over nicely. The 
last trick, in which the understander, while 
resting his head on the floor with his 
body in a backbend, holds his partner in 
balance over his body, was a decided 
punch, and sent Fulton and Mack over 
strong. This trick is a corker. This act 
should have easy sailing.

These boys have voices that contribute 
to fine blending in choicely selected 
numbers, likewise possessing amiable per- 
sonalities, virility and actions, and the 
ability to put their numbers over with 
effect. 

The songs are mostly special numbers, 
and their opening number, You Got To 
Know How To Love Them, is a tailor- 
made fit for vaudeville.

His 
partner strikes off a hot number, and the 
duo then offer What’s A-Goin’ To Be 
Nert, that seemed to take big, when re- 
viewed.

Palermo’s Canines 


Reviewed Monday matinee, November 
1, at Loew’s State Theater, New York, 
Style—Dog novelty. Setting—Full stage 
(cycs.). Time—Ten minutes. 

The curtain rises on a semi-darkened 
stage. The six short-haired dogs, 
squatted on platforms, are not discern ble 
until flood lights are turned on, when the 
man and woman appear to the accom- 
paniment of a series of loud chords from 
the men in the pit. One of the diminutive 
canines is placed atop the couple, his 
forelegs and hindlegs forming a span 
over their heads. The couple topple 
slowly to the floor, the dog’s position re- 
maining the same. Two dogs appear 
from the wings for a promenade about 
the stage, linked in a contortionist pose. 
One of the outstanding bits is the 
balancing of one of the canines on the 
hand of the man by the forelegs. The 
man performs a slow roll, and this same 
dog, working in tread-mill fashion, keeps 
moving intelligently, remaining on top 
wh'le the man’s body makes a complete 
turn. A pair of dogs, attired as boy and 
girl, are prompted into a ballroom dance 
embrace while climbing and descending 
the ramp made by the linked platforms. 
The closing bit is the leap of the dog 
seen in the treadmill bit from the hands 
of the woman into those of the man, land- 
ing on his forelegs and keeping this pose 
for about half a minute. A good enough 
animal turn for the time it is playing. 
It might register considerably better if 
five of the posing dogs were made to take 
part in one ensemble stunt at least.

Robert Chisholm

Style—Baritone. Setting—In two (special) 
and one. Time—Fourteen minutes. 

This Australian baritone is one of the 
most impressive artistes on the boards. 
No male singer ever brought a more 
effective number into vaudeville than his 
opening song, or demonstration rather, 
his Soldier's Dream version. It alone 
is sufficient to stop any show under 
the proper circumstances, which to us 
seems to be the reversal of his routine. 
This may be impossible, due to the time 
needed for making up as the French 
soldier. However, he may be perfectly 
satisfied to make an opening smash and 
taper off on a couple of ballads since he 
knows the stuff is there. 

The poilu number is done in “two”, 
preceded by forte entrance music that 
almost sells the song before it starts. The 
drop shows rows of stacked arms, with 
either dead or sleeping soldiers in the 
foreground. The lighting effects are sub- 
dued for the most part. Chisholm comes 
on in colorful makeup, and soon revealed 
himself an actor of no mean ability as he 
progressed with his descriptive song in 
French. His every word was plainly 
heard, his voice beautiful. After this 
triumph at his first American show, he 
did a ballad in march tempo and a slower 
one still in costume, M. H. S. 


Phil Davis

Style—Black-face singing and comedy. 
Setting—In one. Time—Eleven minutes. 


Phil Davis, doing a black-face singing 
and monolog act, is as good as they come 
on this circuit, and stopped the show 
when reviewed, taking the house down on 
his concluding comedy number, a melody 
of popular airs. Two encores were neces- 
sary before the following act could go on. 

The first number of the routine was 
Blackbird. He followed with a senti- 
mental “mammy” number that registered, 
and then offered My Dream of the Big 
Parade, With clear diction and original 
manner of delivery, the recitation in this 
number was well presented. Davis uses 
a spatter of talk between the numbers,

Llovd Roberts, 
as the traveling salesman husband is 
seen leaving his wife for a three months’ 
road trip. No sooner does he go out 
when Master Gabriel, attired as a sailor, 
enters, After a little love talk the hus- 
band’s knock is heard and Gabrie! hides 
behind a screen. The husband pu'ls out 
a revolver and is ready to shoot at the 
screen when it falls reveal'ng two regu- 
lar he-men sailors with Master Gabriel 
standing in front of them. This clever 
ending of this scene was loudly ap- 
plauded. While the stage is set for the 
fina! scene, the Three Hoy Sisters enter- 
tained in a neat dance, w'th Prince Lud- 
wig folow'ng in a medley of popular 
airs on the xylophone, which drew an 
individual hand. 

The final soldier scene is a knockout. 
A sentry is guarding the jail. After 
capturing two prisoners the soldiers 
wake up the general (Master Gabriel), 
who orders the captives shot at sunrise. 

The manner in which they are shot 
and their slow dying was excruciatingly 
funny. As a character actor Master 
Gabriel surely knows his stuff and gets

And when 
the Madison Outfit intentionally or un- 
intentional’'y neglects to do so it is vio- 
lating the law and leaves itself liable 
to court proceedings and a fine. 

One phase of the 10-cent record situa- 
tion which puzzles music publishers is 
what prompted the Woolworth stores to 
handle the records. The heads of the 
Woolworth concern are sufficiently fa- 
miliar with the music game to know that 
it is practically impossible for a company 
to record numbers, pay the usual 4 
cents royalty and sell to syndicate stores 
so the latter can retail the records at 
10 cents. And if the recording company 
disregards the law and Woolworth han- 
dies the stuff the Woolworth company, 
is practically handling stolen’ goods. 
Woolworth officials, however, are, or are 
cred ted with being, too smart to be 
caught in any such trap, and as a result 
publishers are inclined to believe that 
the recording company doing business 
with Woolworth has discovered some 
flaw in the law controlling reproduction 
and payment of royalty. 

A prominent songwriter who is very 
much interested in the new 10-cent 
recerad discussed the situation with a 
lawyer familiar with the Copyright Law. 

“It looks to me,” the lawyer said, 
“that this mysterious recording company 
has found a flaw somewhere, and I 
have an idea that it has to do with the 
printing of the copyright notice.on sheet 
musiq If I remember correctly, the 
Copyright Law specifically states that 
the copyright notice shall be printed in 
English on every copy, yet practically 
every sheet of music I have seen for 
years carried the date in Roman num- 
bers instead of English numerals. It 
might pay you songwriters and pub- 
lishers to investigate that phase of the 
matter.” 


Al Piantadosi To Publish 


Al Piantados!, cowriter of Pal of My 
Cradle Days and other hits, has dug up 
some new nerve and a new bankroll and 
plans to take another crack at the pub- 
lishing end of the game. Al was a regu- 
lar publisher 10 years ago’ and put over 
Send Me Away With a Smile and others, 

Piantadosi says he has a sane reason 
for turning pub'isher this time, the 
reason being that he has discovered a 
find in Mildred Hunt, a pretty and 
charming young poet, who also possesses 
lyrical ability above the average. To- 
gether they wrote a number called J 
May Learn To Forget Some Day and 
You May Learn To Care, with which Al 
will start his publishing bus'ness as 
soon as he can find suitable offices on 
Broadway. 

In addition to writing song lyrics Miss 
Hunt has written verse for newspapers 
and magazines, and she records for 
some of the phonograph companies. 


British Firm Gets “Crazy Quilt’ 


Campbeli & Connelly, English song- 
writers and publishers of London, have 
acquired the English publishing rights to 
Crazy Quilt from Denton & Haskins, 
1595 Broadway, New York. The number 
is a snappy fox-trot, composed by Paul 
Van Loan and carrying a lyric from the 
typewriter of Andy Sterling. 

B. A. Rolfe and various other promi- 
nent orchestra leaders have created thru 
broadcasting a sufficient demand to con- 
vince Campbell & Connelly, thru their 
New York representative, that it pos- 
sesses good possibilities for the English 
market.

Fred Steele Incorporates 


Here is a recipe for becoming a suc- 
cessful popular-song publisher which is 
tax free: 

Take one shoemaker, one song, three 
warblers and a working “mike” and 
throw them together, mixing same from 
left to right, and the result will be a 
selling number, an office, a bank account, 
a secretary, recordings by the mechanical 
companies, orders from all jobbers and 
quick payment from some, and incor- 
poration papers, which will entitle you 
to place Inc. after your name. 

The preceding paragraph may read like 
a lunatic’s lament, but it is not that kind 
of a girl. For proof, examine Exhibit A: 

A short time ago Fred Steele and Billy 
Heaeney wrote a song labeled Every 
Little While. Next they made connec- 
tions with Klein, the shoemaker and re- 
pairer, who engaged them to broadcast 
under and over his’ trade mark, and, 
after luring Jack McDermott into the 
conspiracy, they naturally put Every 
Little While on the air. Jobbers soon 
began to receive orders from different 
parts of the country, convincing Steele 
and Heagney that they had a valuable 
piece of musical merchandise. So Steele 
opened a publishing office at 145 West 
45th street, opened a bank account 
around the corner, engaged a_ good- 
looking secretary, did business with the 
jobbers and mechanical firms, and last 
week incorporated for $10,000.

When seen there, the production proved 
par excellence in scenic sets of splendor, 
gowning and costuming of principals and 
choristers gorgeous, costly and colorful. 

As a Broadway attraction the presenta- 
tion would have outclassed many of ‘its 
competitors, but as a Columbia Circuit 
presentation it lacked the fast and funny 
comedy-making elements demanded by 


‘the patrons. 


Hutchinson called in several producers 

of comedy, but none of them succeeded 
in bringing the comedy up to the require- 
ments of the Columbia Amusement Com- 
pany prior to its presentation at the 
Casino Theater, Brooklyn, where Vic 
Plant, a typical Hebrew aomique of 
Columbia Circuit shows, injected some 
of the Plant brand of comedy into the 
presentation, with the result that it be- 
came a confused nondescript conglomera- 
tion of musical farce, with interpolated 
burlesque bits that did more harm than 
good.

Scenery somewhat different from the 
usual run of Mutual shows, due to sev- 
eral dramatic sketches set in the show 
to give Miss Madison an opportunity for 
dramatic, emotional recitations that she 
handles exceptionally well for a former 
singing and dancing soubret of bur- 
lesque, but we personally opine that the 
Kittenish Kitty would please her patrons 
better if she canned the dramatic and put 
her pent-up pep into comedy-making 
burlesque singing and dancing numbers. 

There is a place for everything, but the 
Mutual Circuit houses are no place for a 
series of dramatic recitations, one in a 
show being plus plenty. In her imitation 
of Jimmie Cooper nagging the chorus 
into action Kitty was more at home, 
and the same is applicable to her num- 
bers and specialties that included a pick- 
out of the girls for individual lines, songs 
and dances, typical of the average chorus. 

Be that as it may, Kitty was the life 
of the party, with her pleasing per- 
sonality plus pep in plenty in several 
modified shimmy-shaking specialties. 

Mitty DeVere, comique-in-chief, with 
his patent-leather hair, droll delivery of 
serio-comic lines and actions, evidenced 
his unfamiliarity with the Bertrand book 
brand of burlesque, but was perfectly at 
home in the DeVere patented army bit 
and monologistic specialty, supplemented 
by comedy song with his form swaying 
from stage over the heads of orchestra 
musicians. 

Joe Hill, co-comique, in a putty-nose 
Dutch makeup, made a good foil for De- 
Vere. What Hill could and would do in 
another show is problematic. 

Jack Ryan, the youngest straight man 
apparently that we have ever seen in 
burlesque, makes a good appearance in 
nifty clothes, has a clear distinctive de- 
livery of lines, an aggressive mannerism 
and sings acceptably, but gives an im- 
pression of too much self-assurance. 

Irving Jacobs, a clear-cut singing and 
dancing juvenile, worked h's scenes well, 
and in a double singing and dancing spe- 
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clalty with Alma Montague, merited the 
encores freely given by the patrons. 

Alma Montague, a personally attrac- 
tive bob-brunet, enacted a wayward girl 
dramatic bit like a dramatic stock in- 
genue, and if Alma will only limber up 
in her dance numbers and cultive a con- 
tinuous smile, she will eventually out- 
class many of her sister soubrets. 

Gladys McCormack, a tall, slender, 
marcelled-wave brunet, with an  in- 
gratiating smile, was evidently feeling 
her way as a newcomer into the company, 
and when properly placed as the ingenue, 
make good. 

Dorothy DeBaden, a marcelled-wave 
brunet, led a number in which she 
evidenced sufficient dancing ability to 
warrant her promotion to the role of 
principal. 

The chorus was typical of the circuit, 
but distinguished themselves admirably 
in a military drill perfect, to the singing 
of the music of The Big Parade. 

Taking it in its entirety, Kitty Madison 
is making good personally, but in gratify- 
ing her desire for dramatics she is 
getting away from regulation burlesque 
and laying herself open to the unjust 
criticism that always confronts the pro- 
gressive radical, but her presentation was 
sufficiently clean and clever to satisfy the 
Starites at the Tuesday matinee.

Red Kisses had its preliminary produc- 
tion and presentation several seasons ago 
at the Metropolis Theater by the Blaney 
Players, a dramatic stock company, fea- 
turing Cecil Spooner, who again pre- 
sented it at the Yorkville Theater the 
early part of last season. 

Properly programed as a daring sensa- 
tional drama of the tropics, it is alto- 
gether different from the regular run of 
shows at the Columbia, but with a slight 
similarity in scenic effects to White 
Cargo. 

The story differs from White Cargo 
inasmuch as it is founded on the practice 
of white women of the streets of Frisco 
accepting white slavers’ pictures of white 
men diamond miners, for the most part 
fugitives from American justice in the 
wilds of Brazil, as prospective husbands. 

In Brazil we are introduced to the 
diamond mine manager in his combina- 
tion office and hotel, protesting the 
prospects of a newly arrived missionary 
panacea for immorality that tends to the 
prohibition of many and varied unlawful 
practices. 

With the arrival of a- boatload of 
“Red Kiss” girls, claimed by their pros- 
pective husbands, came an altogether 
different type of woman, seeking to clear 
up the mystery that surrounds the death 
of her brother, a fugitive from justice, 
who had advised her by letter that he 
had amassed a fortune sufficient to re- 
pay his theft as a former bank employee. 

Confronted by the custom of the coun- 
try that a white woman, failing to marry 
a prospective picture husband, falls prey 
to the first claimant, the woman, to 
avoid an immoral alliance with a rough 
and ready white slaver, or the manager 
of the diamond mine, produces the pic- 
ture of the missionary that she had taken 
from a magazine, thereby causing him 
to accept her as a so-called picture bride, 
or leaving her to an unholy alliance with 
her would-be seducers. Thus is the 
foundation laid for a series of melo- 
dramatic situations that eventually leads 
up to the expose of the diamond mine 


manager as the murderer of the woman's 
brother, his death at the hands of a 
Brazilian Indian Chief for the seduction 
of his daughter, and the final proposal of 
the missionary of marriage to the woman. 

Melodrama there is in plenty, plus 
comedy, provided by Mamie Smith, leader 
of the “Red Kiss” girls, in the person 
of Cecil Spooner, a personally attractive 
bob-blonde, whose wise-cracking lines 
and vivacious actions evoke laughter and 
applause aplenty. In fact, Miss Spoorer 
was the center of attraction from her 
first appearance to her final exit, and 
on her personally, her lines and actions, 
depends to a great extent the success of 
the presentation. 

Eileen Douglas as Mary Lee, the 
woman, was all that could be desired, 
and this is especially applicable to her 
big scene in resisting the ravishing at- 
tack of the mine manager, in which Miss 
Douglas evidenced the thoroly seasoned 
actress of ability. 

Donald Kirke as Davis Hart, the mis- 
sionary, a dramatic leading man type 
of actor, dominated every scene in which 
he appeared. 

Hugh Clarendon as Pete Dragon, a 
rough and ready white slaver, was ar- 
tistic and realistic in his characteriza- 
tion. with an aggressive dramatic in- 
terpretation and portrayal admirable. 

William B. Lemuels as Frank Douglas, 
the manager of the diamond mines and 
a law unto himself until his encounter 
with the missionary, handled his role 
well. 

Percy Kilbride as Jose Fernandez, a 
native servant, in makeup, mannerism 
and characterization, was well casted. 

Alex MacIntosh as Brownie, a former 
pugilist and prospective picture husband 
of Mamie Smith, a‘ded Miss Spooner 
materially in several of her comedy-mak- 
ing scenes. 

William Cartwright as Doctor Rogers, 
had but little to do but did it excep- 
tionally well. 

Eugene La Rue as Monso, a Brazilian 
Indian Chief, was impressive; in less able 
hands the character would have been 
overdone. 

Georgia Clark as Mateo, daughter of 
Monso, a pretty, petite ingenue, was 
winsomeness personified in her native 
makeup, mannerism, lines and actions. 

Silga Sable as Loama, a la Tondeleyo, 
was really fascinating in her seductive 
enticing personality, set off to good ad- 
vantage by an artistic realistic char- 
acterization of a native girl that def'ed 
detection. This character could be pre- 
sented more advantageously by more 
lines and actions in scenes. In a dance, 
a la Brazilian Black Bottom, Miss Sable 
could have held the stage indefinitely 
with her sex appeal that was camou- 
flaged so cleverly that it is beyond the 
prohibition of hypercritical puritans. 

The balance of the cast in their minor 
roles aided materially in the presenta- 
tion. The chorus that included the “Red 
Kiss” girls were individual hits in their 
various characterizations, one a _ ritzy 
Australian, another a la Italian, and 
Irish, and Edith Abbott, a personally 
attractive ingenue, in a dancing specialty. 

There were nine girls programed as 
“Borora Girls” in native near-nude cos- 
tumes, and it would take a closer ob- 
server than us to determine if they were 
or were not native Brazilians. 

Taking it as we found it Monday night 
Red Kisses gives every indication of 
being a production and presentation that 
will please critical patrons of the drama, 
It may and mey not, in its present form 
of presentation, please the regular pa- 
trons of Columbia Burlesque. 

Granted that Miss Spooner and her 
supporting cast fulfill all the require- 
ments of melodramatic patrons, there is 
another element that cannot be ignored, 
and to fulfill their demands, there should 
be a strengthening of the native dances 
by the producer of numbers, giving Miss 
Sable a regular routine a la dance 
Brazilienee, of which she evidences her 
mastery, and the same is applicable to 
tha brown-skinned choristers, to real 
tropical music, and their co-operative 
competitive “Red Kiss” girl choristers 
to pop music, who, if given the oppor- 
tunity in dancing ensembles, would leave 
little or nothing to be desired by the 
regular patrons of Columbia Circuit 
shows, who demand pep, personality, 
talent and ability in ensemble numbers, 
all of which is cwaiting the proper 
presentation by the producers of Red 
Kisses,

Gulps Independents 


New Jersey Convention Is Last 
Stand of State’s Independent 
Exhibitors 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—Characterized 
as the “last stand of the independent 
theater owner in the State of New Jer- 
sey”, the convention of the Motion Pic- 
ture Theater Owners of New Jersey, to 
be held November 18 and 19 in Atlantic 
City, at the Ambassador Hotel, will have 
as the paramount issue for discussion 
the resisting of the invisible monster 
that is slowly but surely absorbing the 
independents ~ In appealing to the the- 
ater owners of the State, Joseph M. 
Seider, president of the unit, admonishes 
the New Jersey exhibitors that there is 
only one way to combat the competition 
of the large competitors and that is to 
fight fire with fire. 

“Organize yourselves into a business 
unit large enough to equalize the advan- 
tage now enjoyed by such competitive 
circuit,” he warns. “Build - building 
against building. Make certain that 
quality product shall always be avail- 
able to you. Do not run away from but 
fight these business bullies.” 

Seider advises those who want to se!l 
their theaters to do so now, as a better 
price is obtainable, whereas, after they, 
the interests, gain a stranglehold they 
will dictate their own terms. 

The situation in New Jersey, one of 
the biggest independent exhibitor States 
in the Union, reflects a general chaotic 
condit’on in the East, where the interests 
cre busily gobbling up independent 
chains and individual holdings. 

The Stanley-Fabian Circuit is the most 
powerful in the State. Its methods of 
operation, with a subsequent possibility 
of investigation to determine whether 
there is a monopoly, will be discussed 
at the exhibitors’ convention. A bulletin 
from the New Jersey organization says: 
“The findings of our investigation into 
the unfair methods of our large circuit 
competitors will be d’scussed. The ex- 
tent of their program of encroachment 
will be placed before you, all with the 
hope of bringing about a plan of pro- 
cedure that will permit us to remain in 
business.” 


Texas Exhibitor Leader ~« 
Decries General Conditions 


NEW YORK, Nov. &.—Concentration 
of interests and trust processes are mov- 
ing with unheard of rapidity and gravely 
menaces the position of the independent 
theater owner in Texas, Colonel H. A. 
Cole, president of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of the Lone Star State, 
deciared on a visit to New York head- 
quarters of the exhibitor organization. 

Texas theater owners, who are @is- 
pleased with the present system of arbi- 
tration, are trying the usual collection 
of antidotes to overcome toxic conditions, 
but Colonel Cole admits the results are 
not gratifying. 

The Texas M. P. T. O. will meet in 
convention in Dallas November 16 and 
17 when plans will be discussed for more 
effective protection to the independent 
exh bitors. 


Famous Players in Deals 
For Short Subjects Dept. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Famous Players 
is going ahead rapidly with negotiations 
for short subject product for its new de- 
partment for small films, just established. 
A deal was closed this week with M. J. 
Winkler Productions for release of its 
short subjects beginning September, 1927. 
Five subjects will constitute each series 
under the arrangement. 

A’ deal ~between Famous and Mack 
Sennett is said to have fallen thru. A 
second deal is progressing with James 
A. FitzPatrick for his Famous Music 
Master series for ‘next season. This in 
no way would effect the Famous Melody 
series now released thru Pathe.

“Hands Off’ Policy

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Will H. Hays, 
film czar, has assumed a “hands off” 
policy with respect to arbitration, ac- 
cording to a letter,sent to W. A. Steffes, 
chairman of the special committee ap- 
pointed by 12 States at a protest meeting 
held recently at Battle Creek, Mich., for 
a showdown- on the present arbitration 
system. 

No one should suggest to a member of 
an arbitration board, whether he be an 
exhibitor or distributor member, how anv 
case shou'd be decided or what the ar- 
bitration board shall do in any cass, 
Hays declares. : 

The film mogul has asked the arbi- 
tration committee to send him for action 
any communications or other data which 
would show or tend to show that mem- 
bers of the film boards of trade are not 
voting according to their own judgment 
and conscience. He has also instructed 
Charles Pettijohn, general counsel of the 
fiim boards, to advise the various boards 
that decisions must be based entirely on 
equity and justice 

The promise of this action and the 
hope the promise will be fulfilled is ex- 
pected to lead to a resumption of arbi- 
tration in recalcitrant States. Michigan 
started the walkout by unqualifiedly re- 
fusing to arbitrate exhibitor-distributor 
disputes further. 


George Beban Film and Act 
Booked for Stanley Houses 


NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—George Beban 
and members of his supporting company 
in the film, The Loves of Ricardo, who 
are playing the Publix Circuit in con- 
junction with the film, enacting on the 
stage one of the scenes from it, have 
been booked by the Stanley Company, 
marking the first attraction of the unit 
form playing for Publix that has been 
signed by an opposition circuit.

The distributors alleged pictures 
were not only bicycled but booked for 
one day and placed for two and three. 
Whether criminal action thru thy 
Federal Courts will be started has 
not been determined by the film board. 


Independent Producers Face 
Elimination From the Field 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 6.—Nine out of 
every 10 independent motion picture pro- 
ducers, now making films in California, 
will be forced out of the field within the 
coming year, no less an authority than E 
M. Asher, who produced The Cohens and 
the Kellys, declares. In association wit! 
Carl Laemmile, Asher is planning to 
make McFadden's Flats and The Gorille, 
the latter from the stage p'ay. 

Knowing whereof he speaks, Asher 
sees in the move toward centralization 
gaining momentum in the larger com- 
panies a determined stand to curtail in- 
dependent production to a minimum. 

He points out that a few years ago all 
the big producing and distributing or- 
ganizations in the industry relied to a 
great extent upon independent producers 
for the majority of ther output, while 
today, in the case of the six or seven 
so-called controlling organizations, the 
independent has practically been elimi- 
nated 

Despite the pessimistic outlook for the 
independent, Asher avers, he cannot 
wholly be effaced from the production 
field.

Capitol 
Film: “Bardelys the Magnificent” 


(Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer) 

Metro-Goldwyn has been accused of 
trying to make someone believe—perhaps 
the exhibitors—that Bardelys the Mag- 
nificent would not be offered at the Capi- 
tol at 75 cents top had they been suc- 
cessful in finding a long-run house for 
it at $2 a throw. Don’t believe it. The 
picture’s at the Capitol because it’s not 
good enough for the $2 business. This, 
however, does not mean it’s a bloomer. 
Far from it. King Vidor, director, who 
turned out The Big Pgrade, and John 
Gilbert, star of that film, have done much 
better, however. Metro-Goldwyn realized 
this all too readily. 

Bardelys the Magnificent is a swash- 
buckling Sabatini romance of the reign 
of insipid King Louis XIII, whose hero 
is the king's favorite. In the role Gilbert 
is called upon to do a cross between Don 
Juan and Douglas Fairbanks. The pic- 
ture toward the last is so hopelessly Fair- 
bankish it reduces itself to a banal plane. 
Eleanor Boardman appears opposite Gil- 
bert as the object of his heart, and Roy 
D'Arcy, George K. Arthur and Lionel 
Belmore are seen in lesser roles. 

Vidor has mounted the picture lavishly 
in keeping with the time of its story. 
Subtitles occasionally are ponderous and 
in redundance, 

As a program-costume picture, Bar- 
delys the Magnificent belongs in the 
front rank. Censoring may not be feared. 

In view of the long picture, the week's 
presentation features are combined in one 
impressive act, done in two scenes. Joyce 
Coles, graceful danseuse, and Roland 
Guerard open as the featured dancers 
in a fantastic number, entitled Pierrot- 
Pierrette. They are aasisted by the 
Capitol Ballet Corps and the Chester Hale 
Girls, separate and distinct ensemble 
groups, the one appearing as Pierrots 
and the other as Pierrettes. Zelpha De 
Witt appears in the opening number as 
the mother of Columbine (Miss Coles) at- 
tempting to drive away the harlequin. 
Going to full stage, the Pierrettes, in 
fetching black and white costumes, which 
with a setting of the same color scheme 
adds to the effect, offer an ensemble 
number, done perhaps not quite as well 
as they have done this type of dance on 
previous occasions. Miss Coles and 
Guerard appear again in the finale, sur- 
rounded by the entire company. 


Strand 
Film: “Syncopating Sue”

Albert Hickey First Deputy Fully Paid Up 

Albert Hickey, deputy of James Hay- 
den’s Brockton Players at the City The- 
ater, Brockton, Mass., is the first deputy 
to report his company fully paid up to 
May 1, 1927, an honor, by the way, 
which Mr. Hickey is now enjoying for 
the third time. 

Mr. Hickey, however, barely nosed out 
Ralph Lee, deputy of the Wilkes Play- 
ers. Denver, Colo., whose remittance was 
at first delayed thru the assumption that 
he was paid up to November 1, 1926, on 
a card which was lost. Before this mis- 
take cou'd be rectified Mr. Hickey’s let- 
ter had streaked under the wre. Mr. 
Lee, however, has the satisfaction of 
knowing that his is the second company 
in the country to be fully pa’d up. 

This friendly rivalry of the stock com- 
panies might well be emulated by the 
production companies. 

Robert J. Barrett Suspended for Cause 


At the meeting of the Equity Council 
October 26, Robert J. Barrett was sus- 


pended for cause. He had refused to 
discontinue rehearsing with Aloma of the 
South Seas, about to be presented on the 
Columbia Burlesque Wheel, altho warned 
of the attitude of the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation toward that proposition. Until 
he has obtained a reinstatement from the 
council no member of the Actors’ Equity 
Association or of the Chorus Equity As- 
sociation may play in any company in 
which he appears. 


Jefferson Home Falling Into Ruin 

An echo of the recent radio appear- 
ance of Francis Wilson appeared in The 
Morning Sun, of Stroudsburg, Pa. a 
clipping of which has reached Equ'ty. 
The correspondent, Henry C. Scheer, 
wrote in part: 


“TI, too, heard Wilson on the radio, 
and I further remember the recent cele- 
bration in honor of Joseph Jefferson here 
in New York, and I thought of what a 
wonderful thing it would be if the lovers 
of the real classic drama of the past 
generation, and especially the lovers of 
the characters so aby portrayed by 
Joseph Jefferson, woud take a Fttle in- 
terest in hs famous ‘hermitage’ in Para- 
dise Valely (in the Poconos). 

“The place is a wreck and an eyesore 
as it stands today, and a little money 
would mark it as a hall of fame and 
another added attraction for the Poconos. 


“Our country, I think, is the most 
beautiful within one hundred miles of 
New York or Philadelph'a, and whi'e its 
development is in progress it is time to 
give such matters serious thought. If 
a movement for its reconditioning is 
started, count me in.” 


Joseph Jefferson was one of the coun- 
try’s outstanding actors. It would be a 
pity if the home he loved so well should 
be allowed to go to pieces thru neglect. 
Many actors would doubtless also like to 
be apprised if the work of rehabi itating 
“The Hermitage” were to be undertaken. 


Robert Mantell Half Century on Stage 


On October 21, in Scranton, Pa., Rob- 
ert B. Mantell celebrated the 50th anni- 
versary of his first appearance on the 
stage. Aware of that anniversary, the 
Actors’ Equity Association wired him: 

“Sincere congratulations on your 50th 
anniversary on the stage. The hearts 
of your fellow players are fu'l of love 
and admiration for you.” 

To these congratulations Mr. Mantell 
replied in another w're: “I thank you 
and all my brother actors for your kind 
wishes.” 


A Word of Praise for the Lee House 

A member of the council, who has re- 
cently played in Washington, D. C., has 
written of the Lee House in that city: 

“I wish you would print a paragraph 
to give a we'l-deserved word of praise 
to the Lee House in Washington, All of 
us in the company who stayed there 
were loud in praise of the way in which 
it was run. It is just about the best- 
run hotel I have struck and the rates to 
professionals are most reasonable.” 

It is very p’easant to be able to print 
such a laudatory contribution. Too often 
our people write only about those hotels, 
theaters and other places in which they 
have trouble or which they do not like. 


Major White Jumps From Microphone to 
Stage 

Altho it has been a common experience 
for actors to broadcast, it is distinctly a 
novelty for a broadcaster to go on the 
stage. That has been accomplished here 
in New York, when Major J. Andrew 
White, who has built up a wide follow- 
ing among the radio fans, became a mem- 
ber .of the Actors’ Equity Association 
recently because he is broadcasting the 
round by round fight in Black Boy. Al- 
tho he is represented solely by his voice 
during the play, Major White takes his 
curtain calls with the remainder of the 
cast.

held. There is no time to send for peo- 
ple who are out of town. Even if there 
were time the association could not take 
the responsibility of sending for people 
who are out of town and who might not 
get the engagement after coming to New 
York. The agency is of use on'y to those 
members who are in New York. 

The Chorus Equity has an interesting 
letter from Alan Dale, one of our gold 
star members. Mr. Dale is headlining 
in two night clubs in Paris. He says, 
in part: “You would be surprised to 
learn how many ex-chorus boys and girls 
have come over here and booked solid 
for their dancing and gone over big. 
Here we have a chance, it seems, to 
show our stuff without question of who 
you were before or what you have done. 
It is a wonderful sensation to hear ap- 
plause that is for your efforts and not 
for some star whose stage setting you 
are.” 


The Chorus Equity has a rush season 
which begins about the first of May and 
does not end until the first of January. 
During eight long months it is impossible 
to leave at night with a clean desk and 
sometimes impossible to get thru detail 
work which goes on irrespective of how 
many stranded companies there are, how 
many claims or how many shows to cast. 
And the four months that are not quite 
so rushed as far as new work is con- 
cerned are still busy because of the 
detail work with which we must catch 
up. 

The association is yours and its efti- 
ciency is for your benefit and therefore of 
importance to you. Your employees 
work much harder jn your beha’f than 
they would be required to work in any 
business office. It is the duty of every 
member to help in every way possible. 
See that we are kept informed of changes 
of address, register here as soon as you 
begin rehearsals, and pay your dues 
when they are due. Time that is spent 
in looking for members whose addresses 
have proved incorrect, in hunting com- 
panies in rehearsal in which members 
have not reported to us and in sending 
bills to deinquent members is time 
wasted as far as the real work of the 
association is concerned. And yet it 
must be done unless our members can be 
brought to understand their responsi- 
bility to their own associat on.

The revival of the old American play, 
The Contrast, by Royall Tyler, by the

“CRISS-CROSS” COSTUMES 
A FEAST OF WARM COLORS 


Costumes of fairylike beauty and 
Arabian and Moorish color schemes 
charm and dazzle the eyes of all who 
behold Fred Stone’s Criss-Cross, at the 
Globe Theater, New York. To describe 
the costumes of this Arabian Nights 
production in details would require at 
least two pages of space, so we shall 
touch on the highlights only and urge 
theatrical costumers to enjoy this feast 
of warm colors and beautiful costume 
conceptions. 


There are all the familiar fable and 
nursery characters, fancifully costumed 
in beautifully blended shades of red, 
rose and wine tones, varying tones of 
green diminishing to chartreuse, orange, 
yellow and metal cloths, with a plentiful 
use of spangles, gems, p!umes and hand- 
painting. Colorful Arabian and Moorish 
harem costumes and finally a French 
court procession in which medieval 
French court “portrait” costumes were 
earried out in rich fabrics; court dresses 
of silver, lavishly bouffant, agleam with 
paillettes; large hats with waving 
plumes; a red-haired girl in a sapphire 
blue moire court gown, puffed over a 
foundation of silver cloth, wearing long 
sapphire blue kid gloves; an Empire 
gown in white satin set off with gleaming 
rhinestones; pages in jade with batiked 
hats of fez inspiration, with long full- 
length tassels of gold falling over shoul- 
der to feet, gold trays and gold service 
sets and gold shoes. And there are 
“eunuchs” in Algerian blue with Turkish 
red sashes, to say nothing of dark- 
skinned slaves in red, Algerian blue and 
gold. 


There is an autumn leaf chorus which 
is particularly gay and pleasing. It is 
suggestive of Robin Hood, slightly femi- 
nized. Abbrev ated skirts of lipstick red 
silk crepe are decorated with hand- 
painted cut-out leaves of bronze gold. A 
“necklace” of the autumn leaves forms 
a bertha. Full-length tights of red are 
batiked so that the red fades gradually 
into a chartreuse as it approaches the 
knees. The section from the knees down 
is a chartreuse shade handpainted with 
red-go'd and -green autumn leaves. 
Robin Hood hats of bronze cloth (folded 
to shape) are set off with a long 
pheasant feather. 

Dorothy Stone and chorus wear ador- 
able little crepe schoolgirl frocks of 
French blue. These are tailored. From 
the slightly b’oused bodice falls a tunic 
of wide soft pleats. A gypsy girdle of 
the same material, embroidered in gold 
braid, spans front and side, and a saucy 
Sash bow finishes the back. <A boyish 
collar of pale gold is matched with cuffs. 
A piping of gold enhances the bodice 
where it is slashed from coNar to bosom. 

Evening gowns in several tones of 
green, with meda!'lion insets (apparently 
clover leaves) bordered with silver, are 
worn by a group of girls. A silver rose 
is posed on the shoulder. 

Aviator girls create a “color splash”. 
They wear an adaptation of the cossack 
coat, in crimson, fitted and flared and 
belted with a red kid belt with Colonial 
gold buckle. Helmets, too, are of crim- 
son. Gray satin breeches and gray 
suede fitted boots complete the nifty cos- 
tume. 

A chorus of Uncle Sam girls, or per- 
haps they are flag girls, wear skirts of 
white taffeta lined with flag-blue satin. 
Two borders of red satin on the white 
skirt give the effect of a waving flag 
when the Tiller girls execute an odd 
rhythmic dance. The sleeveless bodice is 
cut mannish vest style, with rhinestone 
buttons down the front, and a black 
watch fob with gold ornament is worn 
A c'uster of red, white and blue carna- 
tions snuggle on one shoulder. White 
satin toppers with flag-blue satin bands 
and white satin oxfords with red rosette 
are worn. 

Allene Stone as Countess de Pavazac 
wears a striking gown of gray georgette.

The 
bier that holds all that is mortal of 
Harry Houdini does not hold his soul, 
but to the laurels laid upon his bier 
by the great and near great I add my 
humble tribute. I shall miss his sincere 
smile and his kindly words of inspiration 
and Houdini, au revoir! Peace 
be with you!

In accordance with his wishes, Harry 
Houdini, the famous magician and escape 
artist, was buried November 5 from the 
Elks’ Clubhouge, West 43d street, New 
York. The various magical and the- 
atrical organizations to which he be- 
longed pald him tribute. 

Interment took place in the family plot 
at Machpelah Cemetery, Cypress Hills, 
Queens, in accordance with the magi- 
cian’s request that he be buried at the 
right side of his mother and that her 
letters to him he placed in his o@ffin. 
Rabbi Bernard Drachman and Rabbi B. 
A. Tintner officiated at the Elks’ Club 
services. Brief eulogies were delivered by 
Loney Haskell, representing the Jewish 
Theatrical Guild, and Harry Chesterfield, 
secretary of the National Vaudeville Ar- 
tists. Ritualistic services were conducted 
by the New York Lodge No. 1, B. P. 
0. E.; the St. Cecile Lodge of Masons 
and the Society of American Magicianst 

The honorary pallbearers were E. F, 
Albee, J. J. Murdock, Martin Beck, W'l- 
liam Morris, L. Laurence Weber, Lee 
Shubert, Mark A. Luscher, Charles 


S. Ochs, Willlam Johnson, Adolph Zukor, 
Orson Munn, Arthur Prince, Bernard M.

Nearly 200 magicians from all parts 
of the country attended the funeral, all

only one appearing 2s a body and hold- 
ing a ritual. G. G. Laurens deliverei 
the eulogy for the S. A. M., while 30 of 
the members were lined around the bier. 
Francis J. Werner, past president, broks 
the wand in two and placed the parts 
upon the coffin, this ceremony being one 
of the most impressive moments of the 
services, 

“He was buried like a king,” was the 
way Frank Ducrot characterized the 
services, and he believed that everything 
had been conducted just the way 
Houdini had wished, he said, in one of 
many intimate talks, 

Over 3,000 telegrams of condolence 
were recetved by Mrs. Houdini, while 
more than 100 floral offerings were in 
evidence, these including wreaths from 
the S. A. M., International Brotherhood 
of Magiclans, Knights of Magic and a 
beautiful gold design ‘from the Magic 
Club of London, Eng. 

While Houdini’s charitable attitude 
toward cripples and blind people had been 
mentioned in one of the eulogies, close 
friends of the late magician say Houdini 
had a long list of dependents and indigent 
magiclans who received gratuities, either 
temporarily or regularly.

Tn the passing of Harry Houdini magic 
has lost her ablest, most sincere and most 
indefatigable champion. His 
thought and his every waking hour were 
employed toward the regeneration of an 
art long since recognized as effete. His 
faith—faith in himself, faith in the 
potency of those things eternal, faith 
‘n_ the cosmic and universal trend and 
‘ffect of entertainment as exemplified

in those poor things the magician at- 
tempts, faith in the ultimate altruism cf 
the conjurer, his ascendancy rather than 
his retrogression, faith in the love of 
fraternalism and affection one for an- 
other in a craft not overcrowded—these 
were the milestones, the beacons, as it 
were, that sustained, cheered and aided 
him in the furtherance of better and 
greater achievements in the realms of 
necromancy. 

Harry Houdini was a picturesque fig- 
ure; he was much maligned and generally 
misunderstood. His life was unselfish 
and devoted always to the betterment 
of those he loved and those less for- 
tunate. His deeds of charity were mani- 
fold. Indigent showfolk by the score he 
has relieved and made prosperous. So 
unostentatious was he in such acts that 
only his closest friends were cognizant 
of them. His picturesqueness was ac- 
centuated by an austerity not unmixed 
with asceticism. His life was lonely. 
He had few confidants. His- sweet heln- 
meet, Bessie, was his sole mainstay and 
inspiration. Houdini stood pre-eminent in 
his specialty. He fought cant and 
hypocrisy; relentlessly unmasked deceit 
and challenged charlatanism; he put the 
acid test of experienced investigation 
and expose on the spurious wares of the 
unprincipled who posed as mediums. He 
battered down the obtacles of envy, 
dissipated the baleful effects of calumny 
and canard and helped lift out of the 
slough of innocuous desuetude, by a 
never-ceasing, never-flagging energy, the 
science of conjuring. 

His life might be said to be an epitome. 
Certain it was that he personified the 
renaissance of prestidigitation. He made 
the long, long fight. He fought for a 
principle; this principle was the kernel of 
magic, its respectability. He fought 
everywhere—on the stage, in the press, 
in the home, on the floor of the U. S&S. 
Senate, in the church and, lastly, in the 
little back room of Martinka’s or wher- 
ever the meeting room of the Society 
of American Magicians happened to be. 
He stood as the greatest figure of use- 
fulness to, and representative of, the 
conjurer in his generation. He was an 
institution, and we, the exponents of 
modern magic, owe his memory a debt 
that we can never pay. His name alone 
lent dignity to magic. 

For Harry Houdini the mimic page 
eantry is no move. His tired soul is 
at peace. The stage and magic world 
mourns this pathetic figure. He has 
preceded us a little while in the journey- 
ing to the ‘innumerable caravan’; he 
lies calm and cold amid deep sorrow and 
lamentation in ‘a death-like sleep, a gen- 
tle wafting to immortal life.’”

Houdini. Our genial friend is no more. A 
great personality in magic has passed 
away and it will be many years before 
a man of his tersality and restless un- 
tiring will to conquer again treads the 
magic stage of mystery.

The very nature of his 
work demanded an extraordinary faith 
in his own abilities. He took dangerous 
risks and extraordinary chances and al- 
ways came out on top. He did not be- 
lieve he could fail. 

As a showman, he stood unequaled tn 
his ability to advertise himself and his 
work. He was the admiration of every 


other living performer for this very 
ability. It was quite incredible to watch 
the ingenious and daring manner in 
which he obtained publicity. His equal 
as a self-advertiser has never been seen 
and it is fairly safe to assert will not 
be seen within our life's time. 

As a man, he was one of the most 
likable fellows I ever met. You could 
entirely disagree with him or his 
methods and yet retain the kindliest 
feeling toward the man himself. He had 
a legion of friends and few enemies, 
and such enemies soon became his friends 
again. Houdini was Houdini and his 
personality was unique. Magic has lost 
a@ great asset and also a very great 
friend. 

And if Houdini’s thesis is all wrong 
and there is another existence in tha 
great beyond, he will be received with 
a smile and a welcome, for above :ll 
things Houdini was sincere. Peace he 
to his ashes.

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The Five-Day Week 


What do theater managers, showmen 
and amusement pedple in general think 
of Henry Ford’s scheme for a five-day 
week? 

It is an important question. It vitally 
concerns the entertainment business. 

The manufacturers of the country at 
large, thru the medium of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers, is 
‘against the plan. In a wide survey con- 
ducted by this organization it is brought 
out that the five-day week would prove 
a menace, because it would increase the 
cost of living, lower production and 
give Europe an economic advantage. 

So, while nearly everyone is agreed 
that the scheme might be all right in 
certain instances to meet sales condi- 
tions, the overwhelming sentiment is 
that the plan could not be applied to 
the industries generally. 

In its application to the amusement 
business, altho it may appear on the 
surface that the five-day week would 
allow people more time to attend shows 
and entertainments, the practical work- 
ing out of the idea would not be ad- 
vantageous to the show world. 

The movies, because of their low 
prices and continuous policy, undoubt- 
edly would pick up some extra trade, 
but the general run of shows would 
lose out. When people have two or 
three days of rest instead of one or 
two, they are more apt to spend the 
time on automobile trips. That’s where 
most of the money would go. Henry 
Ford knows. 

Then, a five-day week in other in- 
dustries would have a tendency to 
create dissatisfaction among full-week 
employees in the amusement field and 
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cause these workers to demand more 
pay. 

If receipts decrease, and operating 
expenses increase, where will the show- 
man be? 

The time to think about it—and ex- 
press an opinion—is NOW. 


Giving Plays a Chance 


Altho the addition of new theaters 
has brought about an appreciable in- 
crease in the list of Broadway legiti- 
mate playhouses as against the number 
available last season, the demand on 
the part of new productions still ex- 
ceeds the supply of houses, and as a 
result the stop clause keeps putting an 
end to many worth-while plays before 
they have had a chance to establish 
themselves. 

The incoming attraction may have 
nothing better to recommend it than 
the faith of its backers that it is an- 
other Abie, but as long as four weeks’ 
rent are deposited in ‘advance the thea- 
ter owner has nothing to lose. At the 
end of that time, if the show hasn’t 
come up to expectations, there will be 
others waiting — with another four 
weeks’ rental in hand. 

So it goes. 

The difficulty producers have in get- 
ting a house is nothing compared to the 
difficulty of keeping it after they do 
get it. 

The most amazing part of it all is 
that producers continue to put on new 
plays, that they continue to gamble 
against such odds, and that they will 
do nothing to obtain for themselves a 
more equitable consideration. 

One way out is by effecting an ar- 
rangement among producers, especially 
the independents, whereby an 6versup- 
ply of new plays will be avoided. This 
may not be an easy matter to bring 
about, considering the plentitude of 
gambling spirit in the theatrical line 
and the edse with which anyone with a 
few thousand dollars may become a 
“producer”. 

But the established producers with 
interests at stake can find a way to 
cover themselves. 

There are systems. 

It is invariably the worth-while play 
that suffers from the present stop- 
clause evil. Sensational productions be- 
come well advertised in a few days and 
consequently can build up a clientele, 
such as it is, very quickly. 

But the unostentatious, tho more en- 
joyable and ‘more beneficial, attractions 
—the kind the public likes best and will 
patronize most in the long run—re- 
quire more time to become established. 

If producers can evolve a method for 
insuring their productions sufficient time 
to receive a definite verdict at the 
hands of the public, their chances of 
breaking even will be much better than 
under the present custom of rushing 
on with another play as fast as the pre- 
vious one is given the gate. 


Arliss and the Theater 


George Arliss is a diligent booster 
for the theater. 

He seldom passes up an opportunity to 
deliver a talk and assure the people 
that, despite the great hue and cry about 
the drama going to the dogs, there is 
still enough worth-while entertainment 
on the stage to fill the demand—and 
then some. 

From the various cities visited by 
Arliss on his present tour in Old 
English there has come favorable re- 
actions to this missionary work. 

It is having a good effect. 

Many persons are having their dis- 
torted impressions of the contemporary 
stage set straight. 

‘ The theater needs a whole army of 

public relations” men like George 
Arliss to restore a proper attitude on 
the part of the public by telling it some 
of the simple truths which it doesn’t 
seem to know about the stage. 


The Circus in the Films 


The action taken by the Ringling firm 
against the producers and exhibitors of 
the motion picture, Bigger. Than Bar- 
num’s, is not only justified, but long 
overdue. 

Many movies dealing either wholly 
or in part with the circus have been 
made in recent seasons. 

Not one of these films has presented 
the circus in a favorable light—mean- 
ing, of course, in a true light. 

It may have been due to ignorance 
of real circus life on the part of the 
scenario writer. 

It may have been due to lack of cir- 
cus knowledge on the part of the di- 
rector. 

And it may have been due to a well- 
devised intention to picture the circus 
and circus life in the precise manner 
in which they were pictured. 

The last surmise is perhaps the surest 
bet. 

The movie interests, in their burning 
desire to eliminate all forms of com- 
petition, have been known to employ 
various vile forms of undermining and 
propaganda. 

This deliberate distortion of circus 
life on the screen has all the earmarks 
of being part of the dirty work. 


Time Factor in London 


Advices from London indicate that 
the shortness of the runs enjoyed by 
some American plays over there is due 
almost wholly to the fact that the 
American managers did not fully con- 
sider the time factor in the establish- 
ment of certain types of plays pre- 
sented before the English play-going 
public. 

In London, like anywhere else, the 
average play must be given a chance to 
find its particular class of patronage. 
When the play happens to be an Ameri- 
can product to boot—or an English 
piece with an American cast—the time 
limit must be extended a little, and the 
exploitation handled somewhat differ- 
ently. 

According to well-informed opinions 
there is a satisfactory market in Lon- 
don for American theatrical fare, pro- 
vided the managers take the time and 
exploitation factors into account and 
are willing and prepared to hold out 
long enough to woo and win the British 
playgoers. 

Cutting and closing the minute business 
begins to drop off after the opening 
spurt is regarded as unfair to both the 
production and the London theater- 
goers, aside from being unprofitable 
for those connected with the venture. 


Midways at Fairs 


Two editorials clipped from Georgia 
newspapers and dealing with the sub- 
ject of midways at fairs were received 
at about the same time last week. 

One argued that the midway has been 
on the decline and is graduall} passing 
out. 

The other deplored the action of some 
narrow-minded city officials who caused 
a fair to be called off because they 
would not grant it a permit for the 
carnival concessions, 

The editorial commenting on the lat- 
ter incident made point of the fact that 
“it is simply impossible to hold any 
kind of a fair successfully without 
having a carnival or some form of 
amusement feature in connection.” 

There are, and always has been, and 
always will be conscientious objectors 
to the carnival midway, just as there 
are objectors to anything. But these 
objectors do not speak the mind of the 
people. 

When an agricultural board considers 
it necessary to call off its fair on ac- 
count of not being permitted to book a 
carnival to provide amusement, it is 


easy to figure out just how important 
the midway is to the fair. 

The seasoned fair man knows that 
unless he has the right kind of amuse- 
ment on hand to entertain the crowds, 
there will not be any crowds. 

A lot depends, of course, on the 
class of midway provided. The carni- 
val does not put on any games, con- 
cessions or attractions not desired by 
the fair officials. If the community has 
a ruling against any particular kind of 
amusement or recreation offered by a 
carnival company, it is only necessary 
for the authorities to lay down the law 
and it will be obeyed. 

The popularity of the carnival is, 
after all, in the hands of the public. As 
long as people get enjoyment out of 
riding on  merry-go-rounds, ferris 
wheels, swings and other devices, the 
rides will continue to cater to them. 
When public interest in these features 
begins to wane, something will be 
turned out to revive it. 

If people grow tired of looking at 
freaks, showmen will bring forth some 
new attractions to take their place. 

Games of skill and games of chance, 
which seem to cause most of the trouble, 
can be controlled by the communities 
individually. Some want them —even 
request them—and others don’t. Nearly 
everyone has more or less of the gam- 
bling spirit, and likes to indulge it. 
Whether or not he shall be allowed to 
indulge it depends entirely upon local 
authority. The responsibility of the 
midway operators lies in seeing to it 
that the games, if desired, are operated 
fairly; that a fair prize is given out 
every time; that there is no buying 
back, and that everyone gets a satis- 
factory run for his money. 

The carnival midway, in one form or 
another, will continue to live. It may 
have to undergo some changes to keep 
up with new tastes and conditions, but 
the general idea itself is perennial. 
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Quotas 


The efforts of Great Britain to im- 
pose a quota on American films has 
been strenuously fought by the moving 
picture interests in this country. 

Among their latest arguments the 
American movie men point out that 
such a system would be equivalent to 
an attempt to force the English public 
to accept certain pictures, which, it is 
claimed, the public is not very likely 
to do. 

In other words, you can’t quota the 
public with moving pictures. 

Nor with clothes, matches, baby 
carriages, sealing wax or anything else. 

The movie people admit this. 

They bring it out prominently as an 
argument to support their case against 
the quota. 

Yet the movie people in this country 
are literally trying to enforce a quota 
of entertainment on the American 
public. 

The public has a desire for various 
classes of amusement, just as—and per- 
haps more than—it has a desire for 
films of various kinds and from various 
countries. 

Movies constitute only one of these 
classes. 

The rest are entitled to make their 
bid in fair competition. 

At present the movies in this country 
are opposing instead of competing 
with other forms of entertainment. 

Their methods of opposition, as shown 
by abundant and convincing evidence, 
are far more objectionable than the 
British attempt to legislate the trade 
in films, 

_ The quota agitation in Great Britain 
is at least open and above board. 

But the opposition which legitimate 
and outdoor amusements in America 
must put up with from the movie in- 
terests—the oppression that is far more 
restrictive than any quota—is carried 
on in secret, subtle, underhand ways. 

The film people’s arguments against 
the quota will have some weight when 
they show a little inclination to prac- 
tice what they preach. 
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x editorial in The New York Times 

‘of August 31, 1926, asked rather 

petulantly “What Is a Little Theater 
and Why?" 

This query could come from nowwhere 
else in the world but New York, for any- 
where else would know. The New York 
theater is not aware of anything outside 
its own show business unless it is brought 
to its counters for trade. 


New York is the show capital of the 
world. The theater capital, which is 
quite a different thing, is elsewhere. It 
is not, Morris Gest notwithstanding, in 
New York nor is it anywhere on this 
continent. 

Mr. Gest has been reported as stating 
in a recent interview that “We in 
America have the best theater in the 
world.” One remembers that it was Mr. 
Gest who brought us from Moscow the 
Moscow Art Theater, Stanislavsky and 
the Moscow Art Theater Musical Studio; 
from Germany Max Reinhardt and his 
10-vear-old Miracle, and from Italy 
Eleonora Duse in the plays of an Italian 
and Norwegian dramatist. He brought 
us these and has taken from our America 
to exhibit in Italy, Russia, England, 
France and Spain exactly nothing. Yet— 
“We in America have the best theater 
in the world’, Mr. Gest knows much 
better than that—except in print. 


HERE may be eight important people 
in the theater today, altho I do not 
know of eight and only of one Ameri- 
ean, Eugene O'Neill. The others have 
not considerably added to the gifts they 
have received from others secondhand. 
One may place the following names on 
a tablet and expect them to remain un- 
challenged: Adolphe Appia, Gordon Craig, 
Constant'n Stanislavasky, Max Reinhardt, 
Eugene O'Neill, Norman-Bel Geddes. One 
may add another name, Jean Jacques 
Copeau, and unless George Jean Nathan 
observes this article, it may go unchal- 
lenged. My eighth I leave blank, just to 
be fair and to fill the margin of the 
mind. There are no more, unless one 
speaks in other terms. 


But New Soult is the show capital of 
the world. It marks up novelties to 
dazzling prices and exploits “isms” and 
gobbles up any marketable eccentricity 
as greed'ly as an ostrich might gobble up 
the works of a clock (if ostriches do) and 
goes on paying the rent. For, when all 
is said and done, that is the principal 
activity of the theater in New York— 
paying, and paying and paying the rent, 
that absolutely and nothing else. 


UGENE O'NEILL complains against 

this in speaking of the haste with 

which Great God Brown, probably 
his greatest play, was assembled: 

“We did not have enough time before 
the opening. There never is enough time 
to afford in New York, that’s the devil 
of it! I've never seen a production yet— 
except a couple at the Neighborhood 
Playhouse—where they can. afford time! 
It is merely pleasing drivel to talk about 
a ‘new’ theater until this is remedied.” 


This comment came from the one 
American who has made a contribution 
to the world theater, in opposition to Mr. 
Gest, eminent exploiter of America’s 
ardent desire for the best and most ex- 
pensive—foreign article: “We here in 
America have the best theater in the 
world.” I may be pardoned for seeming 
to be flinging bricks, when I explain I 
am merely laying them to subport the 
answer I am tendering The Times, 

The New York Times editorial cone 
tinues: “Productions by amateurs usually 
have a money-grubbing purpose. The 
term ‘Little Theater’ has some meaning. 
It brings up a p'cture of frenzied ladies 
and pale gentlemen frantically putting 
on a play that has no humor.” Does it? 

There are those who know to whom it 
brings up the picture of a group of peo- 
ple working on the blocking in of a first 
act of a play from 7:30 until 12 o’clock, 
‘not frantically or frenzied or pale but 
very earnestly happy, as workmen are 
happy. They spend at least 50 hours on 
rehearsal of a play that may be per- 
formed three times without a penny of 
profit. Why? Because they love the 
theater. They are neither more frenzied 
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nor pale nor frantic than the ancient 
Greeks, but as good workmen and as 
eager to fulfill honestly an ideal of liv- 
ing beauty and hold it for their own. 
UR friend of The Times also informs 
us that “one discovers that oc- 
easionally a group may be found 
easily having a good time with unpreten- 
tious plays,” meaning probably bad plays, 
easy plays. Easy, that is, for a New 
York audience and a New York producer 
but a little bit silly when presented with 
sincerity without unintelligent tricks. 
Of course there should be joy in pro- 
duction but one may be sincere and in- 
telligent and happy. One may work over 
a tragedy with all the joy in the world, 
a tragedy “without humor” like Electra, 
or a tragedy full of humor, like The 
Wild Duck. One, might work with as 
much exhilaration and decent joy over 
these as over Up in Mabel’s Room or 
Abie’s Irish Rose. 


So, leaping from crag to crag of 
rather oddly assorted misinformation, The 
Times insistently reiterates: “What is 
the Little Theater,” and the most satis- 
factory answer I can devise at the mo- 
ment is: “None of your damn business”. 
But, obviously, this is not propef or 
dignified, however truthful it may be; 
therefore, as a workman in the Little 
Theater, rather than as a pale and 
frenzied gentleman, I will hazard this 
reply. 


HE history of the development of the 
Little Theater is open to all who can 
read. Any public library contains a 

shelf of books written about it. As IT» 
have complained before, too much has 
been written about it and it has cer- 
tainly been exploited. 


Its growth has been an even more rapid 
metamorphosis than the moving picture— 
and happily a more healthy one. It is 
the theater of the people when there is 
no. other theater; where there is no trade 
theater because it “would not pay”. 

It is the natural perseverance of a 
love for the theater, where that hunger 
cannot otherwise be satisfied. Sometimes 
it is incomplete and foolish and “arty”, 
sometimes it is complete and sensible and 
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fine. It is not a thing apart from the 
world theater. It is merely an expres- 
sion of it when trade conditions make 
it unsatisfactory for the show business 
to provide the “real” theater. It is 
merely a natural and satisfying evidence 
of the fact that the theater can and will 


live in some form, if it is strangled in 
another. 
Its processes up to a certain point 


are almost identical with the commercial 
theater. It presents for pay a thoroly 
sympathetic production of the work of 
the legitimate playwrights by means of 


actors and scenery on a _ stage before 
which is seated an audience. Its first 
eoncern is not to pay the rent but to 


present adequately a play. 


The directors of such plays are not 
amateurs; in most cases they are more 
thoroly efficient in their jobs than the 


director of an average play in New York. 
They are often artists who design the 
settings and costumes for the play as 
well as train the actors. 


The actors are people of education and 
intelligence, often quite superior in point 
of education and intelligence to the New 
York actors, and they are cast with more 
care. Often actors in the Little Theater 
play many and various parts. In my 
own company, I have the record of one 
young woman's achievements: June, 1923, 
Eve Lindon in The Truth; February, 
1924, Duley Baxter in The Mollusc, No- 
vember, 1924, Olivia Marden in Mr. Pim 
Passes By; November, 1925, Hedda Gab- 
ler in Hedda Gabler; May, 1926, Honor- 
able Gwendolen Fairfax in The Im- 
rirtance of Being Earnest. 


HIS record should be interesting and 
illuminative to anyone familiar with 
the theater and the drama, and in it- 
self should tell The New York Times all 
it wants to know, tho probably much 
more than it will be absolutely aware of. 
The Little Theater also pays its rent 
and its royalties. But it pays as it 
goes, not as a small cog in a tremendous 
maehine whose largest cog is real estate 
values, but as an artist should pay, for 
bread and for a roof over its head and 
for the joy of its work. 


Going After Theater Trade 


Columbus, O., October 27, 1926. 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—Below you will find a_ real 
thought on “the road situation”. Publish 
it in The Billboard. It may enlighten 
some house managers out here in the 
hinterland and enab'e those of us who 
are fed up on pictures (and there are 
many of us) to see a real show oc- 
casionally. 


One big reason why the legitimate 
show business on the road has come to 
such a low ebb is the fact that house 
managers do not even attempt to intro- 
duce into the box office the very funda- 


mentals of modern business. I will ex- 
plain. 
One of the fundamentals of good 


salesmanship is that the seller must 
make it easy for the buyer to make his 
purchase. The average man may want 
a certain article, may experience a de- 
sire to see a certain play, but because 
it is so difficult to purchase tickets 
passes it up. The legitifMate theater to- 
day is doing absolutely nothing to over- 
come sa’es resistance. They are making 
it just as hard as they can for the the- 
atergoer to get tickets. 

In the first place, other businesses 
make deliveries. All the purchaser has 
to do is step to the telephone and the 
article is delivered to his door prompt'y. 
If you want theater tickets you must 
go after them, and in most cases the 
time that you are free from work is the 
same hour that everyone else is free; 
consequently there is usually a waiting 
line, which necessitates giving up your 
noon hour in the effort to spend your 
money for a luxury. Parking space is 
always difficu't to find and in most cities 
there is a time Hmit in the down-town 
district after which you are haled into 
court and fined. Have this happen 2 
time or two and you forego your pleasure 
at the theater, 

Second, every other business extends 
credt to reliable people. If you have 
established credit, any article you wish 
to purchase is as near to you as your 
telephone, If you have established 
credit, you can get money at the bank, 
stores will gladly sell you anything you 
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need, payment to be made in 30 days; in 
short, you can get anything you want— 
except theater tickets! For these you 
must pay spot cash, and I repeat, spot 
cash! as they will not accept your 
check! Think of it! The theater, in 
the business of sel'ing a luxury which 
no one needs and which we can very 
well do without, literally driving away 
business simply because it will not 
adopt methods recognized in all legiti- 
mate business today. 


How easy it wou'd be for a manager 
to get a mailing list of responsible peo- 
ple who would be glad to attend the the- 
ater regular'y, if it were only made 
easier for them to do so. A man of un- 
questionable financial standing is not 
pleased to have his check refused at the 
box office. Such methods are not pro- 
ductive of good will. How much better 
it would be if these tickets were mailed, 
together with an invoice, so our man 
would not only be assured of good seats 
but be saved the bother and trouble of 
standing in line. Big people, people 
with enough money to attend the legiti- 
mate theater, wi'l not stand in line. 
They don't have to! There are too many 
other places calling to them where it is 
much easier to spend their money. 

The remedy is this: With the event 
of the first big hit which comes to town, 
and wh'ch is like’y to draw out most of 
the legit mate crowd, have your box-of- 
fice man bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of purchasers of tickets. Ask them 
if they would not like to have tickets 
sent to their homes when a worth-while 
play comes to town, an invoice to be 
sent with the tickets and payment to be 
made the first of the following month. 
In this way a splendid mail ng list cou!d 
be gotten together in one week and the 
nucleus, at least, of a large audience 
practically assured every attraction of 
worth that plays the house, There 


be some losses of course, but not any 
more than is suffered by any other busi- 
ness. In fact, the empty seats which 
would be filled in this manner would 
more than pay any losses and expenses 
which might be incurred. 


Think it over, Mr. Manager. Don’t 
make it so hard to get your tickets and, 
for heaven’s sake, accept checks. The 
rest of us are glad to get ’em.

certain instances to meet sales condi- 
tions, the overwhelming sentiment is 
that the plan could not be applied to 
the industries generally. 

In its application to “he amusement 
business, altho it may appear on the 
surface that the five-day week would 
allow people more time to attend shows 
and entertainments, the practical work- 
ing out of the idea would not be ad- 
vantageous to the show world. 

The movies, because of their low 
prices and continuous policy, undoubt- 
edly would pick up some extra trade, 
but the general run of shows would 
lose out. When people have two or 
three days of rest instead of one or 
two, they are more apt to spend the 
time on automobile trips. That’s where 
most of the money would ge. Henry 
Ford knows. 

Then, a five-day week in other in- 
dustries would have a tendency to 
create dissatisfaction among full-week 
employees in the amusement field and 
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cause these workers to demand more 
pay. 
If receipts decrease, and operating 


expenses increase, where will the show- 
man be? 

The time to think about it—and ex- 
press an opinion—is NOW. 


Giving Plays a Chance 


Altho the addition of new theaters 
has brought about an appreciable in- 
crease in the list of Broadway legiti- 
mate playhouses as against the number 
available last season, the demand on 
the part of new productions still ex- 
ceeds the supply of houses, and as a 
result the stop clause keeps putting an 
end to many worth-while plays before 
they have had a chance to establish 
themselves. 

The incoming attraction may have 
nothing better to recommend it than 
the faith of its backers that it is an- 
other Abie, but as long as four weeks’ 
rent are deposited in ‘advance the thea- 
ter owner has nothing to lose. At the 
end of that time, if the show hasn’t 
come up to expectations, there will be 
others waiting — with another four 
weeks’ rental in hand. 

So it goes. 

The difficulty producers have in get- 
ting a house is nothing compared to the 
difficulty of keeping it after they do 
get it. 

The most amazing part of it all is 
that producers continue to put on new 
plays, that they continue to gamble 
against such odds, and that they will 
do nothing to obtain for themselves a 
more equitable consideration. 

One way out is by effecting an ar- 
rangement among producers, especially 
the independents, whereby an 6dversup- 
ply of new plays will be avoided. This 
may not be an easy matter to bring 
about, considering the plentitude of 
gambling spirit in the theatrical line 
and the ease with which anyone with a 
few thousand dollars may become a

If producers can evolve a method for 
insuring their productions sufficient time 
to receive a definite verdict at the 
hands of the public, their chances of 
breaking even will be much better than 
under the present custom of rushing 
on with another play as fast as the pre- 
vious one is given the gate.

The Circus in the Films 


The action taken by the Ringling firm 
against the producers and exhibitors of 
the motion picture, Bigger. Than Bar- 
num’s, is not only justified, but long 
overdue. 


Many movies dealing either wholly 
or in part with the circus have been 
made in recent seasons. 

Not one of these films has presented 
the circus in a favorable light—mean- 
ing, of course, in a true light. 

It may have been due to ignorance 
of real circus life on the part of the 
scenario writer. 

It may have been due to lack of cir- 
cus knowledge on the part of the di- 
rector. 

And it may have been due to a well- 
devised intention to picture the circus 
and circus life in the precise manner 
in which they were pictured. 

The last surmise is perhaps the surest 
bet. 

The movie interests, in their burning 
desire to eliminate all forms of com- 
petition, have been known to employ 
various vile forms of undermining and 
propaganda. 

This deliberate distortion of circus 
life on the screen has all the earmarks 
of being part of the dirty work. 


Time Factor in London 


Advices from London indicate that 
the shortness of the runs enjoyed by 
some American plays over there is due 
almost wholly to the fact that the 
American managers did not fully con- 
sider the time factor in the establish- 
ment of certain types of plays pre- 
sented before the English play-going 
public. 

In London, like anywhere else, the 
average play must be given a chance to 
find its particular class of patronage. 
When the play happens to be an Ameri- 
can product to boot—or an English 
piece with an American cast—the time 
limit must be extended a little, and the 
exploitation handled somewhat differ- 
ently. 

According to well-informed opinions 
there is a satisfactory market in Lon- 
don for American theatrical fare, pro- 
vided the managers take the time and 
exploitation factors into account and 
are willing and prepared to hold out 
long enough to woo and win the British 
playgoers. 

Cutting and closing the minute business 
begins to drop off after the opening 
spurt is regarded as unfair to both the 
production and the London theater- 
goers, aside from being unprofitable 
for those connected with the venture. 


Midways at Fairs 


Two editorials clipped from Georgia 
newspapers and dealing with the sub- 
ject of midways at fairs were received 
at about the same time last week. 

One argued that the midway has been 
on the decline and is gradually} passing 
out. 

The other deplored the action of some 
narrow-minded city officials who caused 
a fair to be called off because they 
would not grant it a permit for the 
carnival concessions, 

The editorial commenting on the lat- 
ter incident made point of the fact that 
“it is simply impossible to hold any 
kind of a fair successfully without 
having a carnival or some form of 
amusement feature in connection.” 

There are, and always has been, and 
always will be conscientious objectors 
to the carnival midway, just as there 
are objectors to anything. But these 
objectors do not speak the mind of the 
people. 

When an agricultural board considers 
it necessary to call off its fair on ac- 
count of not being permitted to book a 
carnival to provide amusement, it is 


easy to figure out just how important 
the midway is to the fair. 

The seasoned fair man knows that 
unless he has the right kind of amuse- 
ment on hand to entertain the crowds, 
there will not be any crowds. 

A lot depends, of course, on the 
class of midway provided. The carni- 
val does not put on any games, con- 
cessions or attractions not desired by 
the fair officials. If the community has 
a ruling against any particular kind of 
amusement or recreation offered by a 
carnival company, it is only necessary 
for the authorities to lay down the law 
and it will be obeyed. 

The popularity of the carnival is, 
after all, in the hands of the public. As 
long as people get enjoyment out of 
riding on  merry-go-rounds, ferris 
wheels, swings and other devices, the 
rides will continue to cater to them. 
When public interest in these features 
begins to wane, something will be 
turned out to revive it. 

If people grow tired of looking at 
freaks, showmen will bring forth some 
new attractions to take their place. 

Games of skill and games of chance, 
which seem to cause most of the trouble, 
can be controlled by the communities 
individually. Some want them —even 
request them—and others don’t. Nearly 
everyone has more or less of the gam- 
bling spirit, and likes to indulge it. 
Whether or not he shall be allowed to 
indulge it depends entirely upon local 
authority. The responsibility of the 
midway operators lies in seeing to it 
that the games, if desired, are operated 
fairly; that a fair prize is given out 
every time; that there is no buying 
back, and that everyone gets a satis- 
factory run for his money.

Gest who brought us from Moscow the 
Moscow Art Theater, Stanislavsky and 
the Moscow Art Theater Musical Studio; 
from Germany Max Reinhardt and his 
10-year-old Miracle, and from Italy 
Eleonora Duse in the plays of an Italian 
and Norwegian dramatist. He brought 
us these and has taken from our America 
to exhibit in Italy, Russia, England, 
France and Spain exactly nothing. Yet— 
“We in America have the best theater 
in the world’. Mr. Gest knows much 
better than that—except in print. 


HERE may be eight important people 
in the theater today, altho I do not 
know of eight and only of one Ameri- 

can, Eugene O'Neill. The others have 
not considerably added to the gifts they 
have received from others secondhand. 


One may place the following names on 
a tablet and expect them to remain un- 
challenged: Adolphe Appia, Gordon Craig, 
Constant'n Stanislavasky, Max Reinhardt, 
Eugene O'Neill, Norman-Bel Geddes. One 
may add another name, Jean Jacques 
Copeau, and unless George Jean Nathan 
observes this article, it may go unchal- 
lenged. My eighth I leave blank, just to 
be fair and to fill the margin of the 
mind. There are no more, unless one 
speaks in other terms. 


But New Yor is the show capital of 
the world. It marks up novelties to 
dazzling prices and exploits “isms” and 
gobbles up any marketable eccentricity 
as greed'ly as an ostrich might gobble up 
the works of a clock (if ostriches do) and 
goes on paying the rent. For, when all 
is said and done, that is the principal 
activity of the theater in New York— 
paying, and paying and paying the rent, 
that absolutely and nothing else. 


UGENE O'NEILL complains against 

this in speaking of the haste with 

which Great God Brown, probably 
his greatest play, was assembled: 

“We did not have enough time before 
the opening. There never is enough time 
to afford in New York, that’s the devil 
of it! I've never seen a production yet— 
except a couple at the Neighborhood 
Playhouse—where they can afford time! 
It is merely pleasing drivel to talk about 
a ‘new’ theater until this is remedied.” 

This comment came from the one 
American who has made a contribution 
to the world theater, in opposition to Mr. 
Gest, eminent exploiter of America's 
ardent desire for the best and most ex- 
pensive—foreign article: “We here in 
America have the best theater in the 
world.” I may be pardoned for seeming 
to be flinging bricks, when I explain I 
am merely laying them to suport the 
answer I am tendering The Times. 


The New York Times editorial cone 
tinues: “Productions by amateurs usually 
have a money-grubbing purpose. The 
term ‘Little Theater’ has some meaning. 
It brings up a p'cture of frenzied ladies 
and pale gentlemen frantically putting 
on a play that has no humor.” Does it? 


There are those who know to whom it 
brings up the picture of a group of peo- 
ple working on the blocking in of a first 
act of a play from 7:30 until 12 o’clock, 
‘not frantically or frenzied or pale but 
very earnestly happy, as workmen are 
happy. They spend at least 50 hours on 
rehearsal of a play that may be per- 
formed three times without a penny of 
profit. Why? Because they love the 
theater. They are neither more frenzied 


nor pale nor frantic than the ancient 
Greeks, but as good workmen and as 
eager to fulfill honestly an ideal of liv- 
ing beauty and hold it for their own. 
UR friend of The Times also informs 
O us that “one discovers that oc- 
easionally a group 
easily having a good time 
tious plays,” meaning probably bad plays, 
easy plays. Easy, that is, for a New 
York audience and a New York producer 
but a little bit silly when presented with 
sincerity without unintelligent tricks. 
Of course there should be joy in pro- 
duction but one may be sincere and in- 
telligent and happy. One may work over 
a tragedy with all the joy in the world, 
a tragedy “without humor” like Electra, 
or a tragedy full of humor, like The 
Wild Duck. One, might work with as 
much exhilaration and decent joy over 
these as over Up in Mabel’s Room or 
Abie’s Irish Rose. 


So, leaping from crag to crag of 
rather oddly assorted misinformation, The 
Times insistently reiterates: “What is 
the Little Theater,”” and the most satis- 
factory answer I can devise at the mo- 
ment is: ‘None of your damn business”. 
But, obviously, this is not propef or 
dignified, however truthful it may be; 
therefore, as a workman in the Little 
Theater, rather than as a pale and 
frenzied gentleman, I will hazard this 
reply. 


HE history of the development of the 
Little Theater is open to all who can 
read. Any public library contains a 

shelf of books written about it. As TI 
have complained before, too much has 
been written about it and it has cer- 
tainly been exploited. 


Its growth has been an even more rapid 
metamorphosis than the moving picture— 
and happily a more healthy one. It is 
the theater of the people when there is 
no. other theater; where there is no trade 
theater because it “would not pay”. 

It is the natural perseverance of a 
love for the theater, where that hunger 
cannot otherwise be satisfied. Sometimes 
it is incomplete and foolish and “arty”, 
sometimes it is complete and sensible and 


may be found 
with unpreten- 
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fine. It is not a thing apart from the 
world theater. It is merely an expres- 
sion of it when trade conditions make 
it unsatisfactory for the show business 
to provide the “real” theater. It is 
merely a natural and satisfying evidence 
of the fact that the theater can and will 
live in some form, if it is strangled in 
another. 

Its processes up to a certain point 
are almost identical with the commercial 
theater. It presents for pay a thoroly 
sympathetic production of the work of 
the legitimate playwrights by means of 
actors and scenery on a _ stage before 
which is seated an audience. Its first 
concern is not to pay the rent but to 
present adequately a play. 

The directors of such plays are not 
amateurs; in most cases they are more 
thoroly efficient in their jobs than the 
director of an average play in New York. 
They are often artists who design the 
settings and costumes for the play as 
well as train the actors. 

The actors are people of education and 
intelligence, often quite superior in point 
of education and intelligence to the New 
York actors, and they are cast with more 
care. Often actors in the Little Theater 
play many and various parts. In my 
own company, I have the record of one 
young woman's achievements: June, 1923, 
Eve Lindon in The Truth; February, 
1924, Dulcy Baxter in The Mollusc, No- 
vember, 1924, Olivia Marden in Mr. Pim 
Passes By; November, 1925, Hedda Gab- 
ler in Hedda Gabler; May, 1926, Honor- 
able Gwendolen Fairfax in The Im- 
portance of Being Earnest 


HIS record should be interesting and 
illuminative to anyone familiar with 
the theater and the drama, and in it- 
self should tell The New York Times all 
it wants to know, tho probably much 
more than it will be absolutely aware of. 
The Little Theater also pays its rent 
and its royalties. But it pays as it 
goes, not as a small cog in a tremendous 
machine whose largest cog is real estate 
values, but as an artist should pay, for 
bread and for a roof over its head and 
for the joy of its work. 


Going After Theater Trade 


Columbus, O., October 27, 1926. 
Editor The Billboard: 

Sir—Below you will find a _ real 
thought on “the road situation”. Publish 
it in The Billboard. It may enlighten 
some house managers out here in the 
hinterland and enab'e those of us who 
are fed up on pictures (and there are 
many of us) to see a real show oc- 
casionally. 


One big reason why the legitimate 
show business on the road has come to 
such a low ebb is the fact that house 
managers do not even attempt to intro- 
duce into the box office the very funda- 
mentals of modern business. I will ex- 
plain. 


One of the fundamentals of good 
salesmanship is that the seller must 
make it easy for the buyer to make his 
purchase. The average man may want 
a certain ‘article, may experience a de- 
sire to see a certain play, but because 
it is so difficult to purchase tickets 
passes it up. The legitifMate theater to- 
day is doing absolutely nothing to over- 
come sa’es resistance. They are making 
it just as hard as they can for the the- 
atergoer to get tickets. 

In the first place, other businesses 
make deliveries. All the purchaser has 
to do is step to the telephone and the 
article is delivered to his door prompt'y. 
If you want theater tickets you must 
go after them, and in most cases the 
time that you are free from work is the 
same hour that everyone else is free; 
consequently there is usually a waiting 
line, which necessitates giving up your 
noon hour in the effort to spend your 
money for a luxury. Parking space ts 
always difficu't to find and in most cities 
there is a time limit in the down-town 
district after which you are haled into 
court and fined. Have this happen a 
time or two and you forego your pleasure 
at the theater, 


Second, every other business extends 
cred t to reliable people. If you have 
established credit, any article you wish 
to purchase Is as near to you as your 
telephone. If you have established 
credit, yoy can get money at the bank, 
stores will gladly sell you anything you 
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need, payment to be made in 30 days; in 
short, you can get anything you want— 
except theater tickets! For these you 
must pay spot cash, and I repeat, spot 
cash! as they will not accept your 
check! Think of it! The theater, in 
the business of sel'ing a luxury which 
no one needs and which we can very 
well do without, literally driving away 
business simply because it will not 
adopt methods recognized in all legiti- 
mate business today. 


How easy it wou'd be for a manager 
to get a ma'ling list of responsible peo- 
ple who would be glad to attend the the- 
ater regular'y, if it were only made 
easier for them to do so. A man of un- 
questionable financial standing is not 
pleased to have his check refused at the 
box office. Such methods are not pro- 
ductive of good will. How much better 
it would be if these tickets were mailed, 
together with an invoice, so our man 
would not only be assured of good seats 
but be saved the bother and trouble of 
standing in line. Big people, people 
with enough money to attend the legiti- 
mate theater, wi'l not stand in line. 
They don’t have to! There are too many 
other places calling to them where it is 
much easier to spend their money. 

The remedy is this: With the event 
of the first big hit which comes to town, 
and wh'ech is like’'y to draw out most of 
the legit'mate crowd, have your box-of- 
fice man bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of purchasers of tickets. Ask them 
if they would not like to have tickets 
sent to their homes when a worth-while 
play comes to town, an invoice to be 
sent with the tickets ‘and payment to be 
made the first of the following month. 
In this way a splendid mail ng list cou'd 
be gotten together in one week and the 
nucleus, at least, of a large audience 
practically assured every attraction of 


worth that plays the house. There would 


be some losses of course, but not any 
more than is suffered by any other busi- 
ness. In fact, the empty seats which 
would be filled in this manner would 
more than pay any losses and expenses 
which might be incurred. 

Think it over, Mr. Manager. Don't 
make it so hard to get your tickets and, 
for heaven’s sake, accept checks. The 
rest of us are glad to get ’em.

Griffin Is Receiver 
For Heritage Circus 


BURLINGTON, N. C., Nov. 4.—J. C. 
Griffin, attorney, has been named re- 
ceiver for the Heritage Bros.’ Circus, 
Inc., of Burlington by Judge W. M. Bond, 
in Wake Superior Court following filing 
of complaint by J. Sherwood Upchurch 
against the show company in which it 
was set forth that the shows were in- 
solvent. Its known assets are listed at 
$1,460, while its liabilities were set at 
$9,890.71 in the complaint. Mr. Up- 
church set forth that the company was 
organized with a capital stock of $100,- 
000. of which sum $51,550 had been sub- 
scribed when it began operation. The 
plaintiff is the holder of one share of 
capital stock. 

In order to enter the show business, 
the complaint charges, the defendant 
company purchased tents, animals and 
other circus paraphernalia from Jerry 
Mugivan, of Peru, Ind., under a condi- 
tional contract of sale. Mr. Mugivan 
seized the property of the show, much 
of which was not included in the origi- 
nal purchase, and is now in possession of 
it, the complaint charges. The belief is 
set forth that a checking up by the 
receiver of the affairs of the show com- 
pany will make possible a saving of 
money for the creditors and possibly for 
the stockholders. 


Fair Park To Be Used 
By Shows at Little Rock 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 2.—The old 
circus lot here, which has been used by 
nearly all the larger shows, has passed. 
Recently an ordinance was contemplated 
which was designed to compe? all circuses 
to exhibit at Fair Park, the new perma- 
nent home of the Arkansas State Fair 
Association. This lot is in the far west- 
ern part of the city, and the long haul 
to the grounds, as was the case in the 
old lot, is not necessary now, as the Mis- 
souri Pacific tracks are scarcely 300 
yards from the plot of space the shows 
will use. The ordinance has as yet not 
been passed, but all circuses playing this 
city in the future will be required to use 
the new lot. A parade from the new lot 
is impossible except thru a_ residential 
district, as the distance to the business 
part of the city is nearly five miles. The 
Hagenback-Waltace Circus was the first 
show to use the lot at Fair Park, and 
Sells-Floto was on it yesterday. Con- 
trary to reports in the newspapers here 
the change in lots did not meet with popu- 
lar approval, as the new location is in a 
great many respects inadequate, es- 
pecially for a large show.

The power of advertising and its magnetizing effect have 


Hundreds of slogans have been written in 
he most accepted of these is that wherein 


advertising is referred to as the lifeblood of business. 


Results from advertising are generally 
credited to methods used—not so much 
as to what is said as to how the message 
is delivered. 
In these days of “big things” this spirit 
has entered fairdom, and every secretary 
—in fact, every official worthy the name— 
wants his fair to register as the “best 
ever” and the greatest ever held in the 
history of the association. It is because 
of these things that we have so many 
reports from every section of the country 
that 1926 eclipsed all previous efforts. 
Yet every fair secretary and manager 
knows the tremendous value of _ the 
printed word; he believes that if he can- 
not get the ears of the public, he can at 
least get their eyes. Hence the printed 
page comes up as an important factor in 
producing results among our local, county 
and State fairs. 
Something helpful to all fair officials 
was printed in a recent issue of Printers’ 
Ink, the nationally known magazine, and 
in the hope that fair men may find inter- 
esting the arguments and facts offered 
by James C. McGrath, the author of the 
article, we quote as follows: 
“Several days before the Tri-State 
Fair at Memphis (Tenn.) opened its 
gates an interesting departure in country 
fair advertising was attempted. Adver- 
tising for fairs has usually been limited 
to posters. The Memphis Fair employed 
this method, but supplemented it with a 
series of newspaper display advertise- 
ments directed at groups of individuals 
rather than at a crowd. 
: “In a way, the campaign followed the 
‘ method employed by the bally-hoo man, 
who stands outside the freak side show 
and exhorts the crowd to spend a dime 

and see his collection of five-legged cows 


ae and other freaks. The barker realizes 
2 that his profits lie with those persons 
who are in doubt as to whether they 
i should spend their dimes. It is for these 
people that he includes in his remarks, 


statements and arguments for his show, 
which will apply only to a few at a time. 
By means of a few appropriate words he 
makes the farmer feel that the show is 
for his special benefit. He gives specific 
reasons why the man from the city, the 
women, the young and old should see his 
exhibit. 

“It was with this idea of breaking up 
the crowd into units that a series of nine 
advertisements was prepared for the Tri- 
State Fair. Each advertisement was di- 
rected at a certain member of the family. 
There was one for the particular atten- 
tion of father, another for mother, and 
so on until big. brother and sister, grand- 
mother and grandfather and the baby 
were taken care of. The advertisements 
all appeared at one time, each one on a 
different page of a local newspaper. The 
general tone of the advertisement was 
cheerful and alive. Each advertisement, 
measuring eight inches by two columns, 
was illustrated with an attractive, smil- 
ing head of the member of the family to 
whom the copy was directed 

“The captions of the advertisements all 
followed the same idea. They familiarly ad- 
dressed the reader as ‘Dad’, ‘Big Brother’, 
ete. ‘Dad’, for instance, says: ‘I’m going

“The things that a small boy would 
naturally be interested in, such as clowns, 
side shows and pink lemonade, were given 
in the copy addressed to boys. He was 
made to realize that there are many 
things at the fair that seem to be there 
just for him and other boys. The copy 
of the ‘Little Brother’ advertisement read: 

“Tt’s a circus, side show and 
vaudeville show, all in one. Just 
too much fun in one place almost 
to be true. I got to see Hanna- 
ford, the “bareback” clown from 
Ringling Bros.; Curtis’ Animal 
Circus with the “krazy” mule, 
ride the flying jinny, eat hot 
dogs, drink pink lemonade ’n 
everything. I'm going to compete 
in the harmonica contest on 
Children’s Day. Kids’ regular 
admission is 25 cents. On Chil- 
dren’s Day those under 12 can 
get in for a thin dime!  Fire- 
works, hot diggity dog!’” 


“The effect of this series of advertise- 
ments on the attendance of the fair could 
not, of course, be estimated. But it is 
plausible to reason that the people who 
read the advertisements, and realized 
that there were attractions for them at 
the fair as individuals, made some ef- 
forts to visit the fairgrounds.” 

There's a lot of good reasoning in that 
story. Making the county or State fair 
a personal matter does much to bring 
out the throng, and the fair secretary or 
manager who Knows how to handle his 
public has gone far in making a success 
of his event and deserves to register his 
fair among the “best ever” occasions in 
the history of the association.

Sixty Per Cent Increase in Exhibition Booths Reported---Clamor for 
Invitations from Nonmembers Indicates Stimulated Interest--- 
Many Prominent Manufacturers Among Exhibitors 


“All those in attendance at the meeting will enjoy the privilege of visiting a 
veritable exposition of park devices and merchandise,” is the cheerful announce- 
ment that comes from Frank W. Darling, president of the National Association of 


Amusement Parks. 
The meeting referred to, of course, 


is the big annual convention—the eighth 


of its kind—at the Hotel Sherman, Chicago, December 1, 2 and 3. 


Further interesting news is that there 
will be an increase of about 60 per cent 
in the number of exhibition booths this 
year. More than 160 gorgeous displays 
will be installed for the inspection of 
park owners, managers and others in- 
terested in outdoor amusement. 

Enthusiasm is running higher this sea- 
son than ever before and countless letters 
and telegrams have been received by A. 
R. Hodge, secretary, since the recent pub- 
lication of the tentative program of the 
speakers and their timely topics. 

At the last annual meeting of the as- 
sociation a policy was adopted in ac- 
eordance with which each member was 
to bring into the association one new 
member and one new exhibitor previous 
to the next convention. The latest advice 
from President Darling is that it looks 
as tho the eighth annual convention 
would be a 100 per cent delivery on this 
policy. 

Last year there were somewhere in 
the ne‘ghborhood of 100 exhibits and 
this year it looks as tho all available 
space, aggregating 162 exhibition booths, 
would be sold out. 

Never before has there been such a 
clamor for invitations on the part of park 
men who have never attended a meeting 
of the N. A. A. P., which conclusively 
proves that the members have been doing 
their utmost to stimulate interest among 
nonmembers. 

The( reduced rate on transportation, 
made possible thru the certificate plan, 
is also proving an added inducement. 
Inasmuch as the association went “over 
the top” last year and saved the mem- 
bers and exhibitors one-half. of their 
return-trip tickets, it is practically cer- 
tain that the same results will be ob- 
tained this year, with all indications 
pointing to a larger attendance than ever.

“The proudest boast we have in Coney 
today is:the boardwalk, wh'ch is 85 feet 
wide and three miles long, and the city 
is preparing to lengthen the structure in 
the spring. It will accommodate about 
a half million peop’e and is very popular 
all the year around.”

Ride Manufacturers 
Forming Finance Co. 


Device Producers Plan Organiza- 
tion for Self-Protection in 
Park Transactions 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5—In a spirit of 
self-protection and with the experience 
of the vexing problem of “frozen” cred- 
its, the manufacturers of riding devices 
have organized a finance company, some- 
thing that will fill a long-felt need inso- 
far as the ride manufacturer and the 
park peop'e are concerned. 

When it was considered that ride 
manufacturers were carry'ng the notes 
of park people, thereby tying up vast 
sums of money and accord'ngly prevent- 
ing them from securing their accustomed 
turnover, it was felt that some means 
were necessary to overcome the depletion 
of their coffers, thereby increasing the 
cost of their products. 

R. S. Uzzell, one of the prime movers 
in the proposed organization, concedes 
that while plans are sti'l in embryonic 
form, the undertaking has taken on a 
pleasing aspect. e 

“Other businesses have their finance 
companies,” says Mr. Uzzell, “and the 
ride manufacturers have decided that it 
is imperative they should organize a 
similar organizat'on to act. as a clearing 
house for the producer and consumer. 
The ride manufacturer must maintain 
his own organization and keep it intact. 
He must arrange to operate 52 weeks in 
the year and meet the cost of labor and 
materials as they become due. For in- 
stance, we sell a ride to a park; that 
must be installed. After receiving the 
first payment, the park is unable to meet 
the second payment and fal’s in arrears, 
making it necessary to cancel the con- 
tract, withdraw the ride and at still ex- 
tra cost ship the ride to another park 
and repeat the procedure. 

“It is just cases like these that have 
forced us to organize a finance company 
or the ride manufacturers could not ex- 
ist. We are carrying too many park 
people and this entails a double ‘oad. 

“Our proposed finance company has 
been organized for $100,000; that has all 
been paid in in cash. The second year, if 
it meets with the ready response we 
anticipate, our funds will be increased 
to $500,000. 

“This organization will make it possi- 
ble for the ride manufacturers to get 
their money promptly when the rides are 
delivered on the cars; the finance com- 
pany will be in better position to extend 
more credit to the park people than we 
are able to offer. This organization will, 
in a measure, be of inestimable benefit 
to the park people, as they will not have 
to pay the bad accounts of other pgrks, 
which makes the cost of the rides great- 
er. It will be purely a co-operative or- 
ganization and as much of a servant to 
the park people as it will Be to the 
manufacturer. It wll make it easier for 
the producer to produce and easier for 
the park man to buy.” 


Frank W. Daring, pres'dent of the L. 
A. Thompson Scenic Railway Company, 
writes Mr. Uzzell on the subject 

“Incidentally, this scheme which you 
have furnished for an agency in the 
amusement business is great I thin! 
it is the best thing that I have heard 
of in the amusement game. this season. 


I am sure that my company wll be very 
glad to be associated in such an organi- 


zation.”

Uzzell Optimistic Over 
Pleasure Park Outlook 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—R. S. Uzzell, 
president of the R. S. Uzzell Corporation, 
ride manufacturers, and historian of the 
National Association of Amusement 
Parks, has returned from a trip thru 
the East and Middle-Western cities, 
where he has been collecting data anent 
the 1926 park season in an effort to get 
first-hand facts as to actual conditions 
of the current season. 

When Mr. Uzzeli departed he had a 
none too rosy picture visualized, but this 
expected condition proved to be other- 
wise, much to the surprise of this well- 
known park authority, who has had 2% 
years’ experience as a ride manufacturer 
and specialist in outdoor amusements. 

In St. Louis Mr. Uzzell found condi- 
tions encouraging, as’ the parks had a 
number of good Sunday plays until 
toward the close of the season when the 
weather jinx dealt a hard blow. In Cin- 
cinnati, the Zoo had come thru with a 
wonderfully successful season, the kiddy 
rides registering a full-fledged hit, with 
the food show coming next. In Cleve- 
land, Euclid Beach broke all existing 
records for attendance, one of the con- 
tributing causes being attributed to the 
introduction of the dancing slab. In the 
East Mr. Uzzell found Glen Echo Park, 
at Washington, D. C,, 12 per cent ahead 
of its preceding year’s business, and 
River View Park, Baltimore, made a 
good showing, also Carlin’s. 

Mr. Uzzell is of the opinion that the 
park owner and manager who was on 
the job this season and sensed the un- 
usual condit'on brought about by the 
spectre of the weather, and who met 
this unusual condition face to face by 
utilizing new riding devices or recre- 
ative amusements, has made good, while 
the less aggressive will undoubtedly take 
a loss. 

“I feel very optimistic over conditions 
as I saw them, not as they were told me 
by the crepe hangers,” said Mr. Uzzell, 

“and the outlook for the 1927 season is 
very encouraging. indeed, altho there are 
some exceptions, of course. Park men 
are beginning to realize the conditions 
that confront them, especially after the 
experience of the season just closed. 
In lower New York State alone millions 
of dollars are being expended on one 
park project. There should be plenty of 
business opportunities for the park peo- 
ple, but it depends on the methods they 
use in going after ft.”

Model Kids 


in Carnival 


Hidden far beneath the trumpet blare 
and tinse] glare exterior of the carnival. 
an outer armor beyond which thousands 
of State fair visitors never penetrate, 
is the true heart of those caravan folk 
who trust to the rolling wheel. 

The carnival, to the uninitiate, casts 
up a picture of a clan somehow outside 
the pal; a strange folk set apart, who 
live hectically; a conglomerate of hard- 
faced troupers and sweating, swearing 
train and construction crews, with a 
fringe of marauging camp followers. 

Nothing could be wider of the mark. 
Back of the scenes is a family life, one 
big family, like that of the average ur- 
ban community, and even more closely 
knit and loyal than that of most of them. 


Outstanding in proof of this are the 
children of the Morris & Castle carnival, 
who scampered from their sleeping cars 
Monday morning. A widely traveled set 
of youngsters are these, who for six 
months in the year have for their lullaby 
the hum of clicking wheels and the drone 
of the midway bands. 


The fairgoers rarely see them, but 
over in the nursery and playroom of 
the fairgrounds they become fast friends 
of the offical staff. Year after year, 
they return to renew acquaintances, prat- 
tle of their experiences on the road and 
on the lot, and proudly inquire if the 
matrons have noticed how they’ve grown 
since the year before... ‘ 


The verdict of Mrs. H. B. Turner, who 
has presided over the fair nursery for 
several years, is unqualifiedly “for” 
them. 

“Children of the carnival show the 
results of careful rearing,” she declares. 
“They have learned to become se’ f-re- 
liant and no children better know the 
Tules of health and san'tation They 
are amenable to discipline and we wel- 
come them warmly every year.” 

The answer to this lifes largely in the 
Rinky Dink Club. the only social organi- 
zation of its kind in the world. On its 
Trolls are the names of 16 children of the 
carnival, ranging in age from four to 15 
years. 

Running errands and doing odd jobs 
around the lot bring many nickels and 
dimes into their pockets. And every 
coin goes into the treasury of the Rinky 
Dinks. 

And here comes the discipline. Any 
child who misbehaves automatically 
finds himself outside the Rinky Dink 
pa'e, looking in with mournful eyes, and 
he must serve a term of penance before 
he is back in good standing and full 
membership, 

Occasionally, out of the fund raised 
by the club, Mttle picnics are given for 
the members. On special occasions, 
each may get a quarter or half dollar to 
spend as he or she pleases. 

The carnival cares for its own, not 
enly its children who yet have their 


lives before them, but also its members 
whose race has been run. 

There is one commandment in its code 
which never has been  violated—‘“No 
showman lies in a pauper’s grave.” 

In the Morris & Castle organization, 
a benefit association has been formed 
into which each member, from the low- 
liest helper of the train crew to the 
highest salaried performer, pays a dime 
a week. In time of illness, accident or 
death, this fund is drawn on to pay 
hosp tal or funeral bi'ls 

Death strikes once, twice, or more 
often during the season in the carnival. 
Often the victim has left no address, no 
names of relatives, but no stone is left 
unturned to find them. 

Three years ago a worker with the 
carnival was killed, in an accident on 
the lot, and no trace could be found of 
his kin. He was buried, in a_ well- 
marked grave, and ever since the benefit 
association officials have continued the 
Search for re'atives—JOE S|. SCHOLI- 
BO in The Deily Oklchomian, Oklahoma 
City.

THE ENGLISH PITCHMAN 1s more 
alive to his own interests and quicker to 
discover and protest against any in- 
fringement on his rights than is his 
American brother. This is indicated by 
the frequency with which the costers 
break into print with their grievances. 
A recent cable news report from London 
re'ated that the costermongers (street 
sellers) are threatened with regulation 
by the London County Council, and they 
have started a protest. The coster- 
monger is a picturesque London institu- 
tion, dating from remote antiquity. He 
wheels a barrow, or drives a donkey 
cart, or keeps a stall, or stands on the 
margin of the footwalk to vend small 
goods of every kind. His name recalls 
the ribbed pippins or costards (from 
coste, Norman-Franch for rib or border), 
which was a fruit once common among 
his wares. His ancient costume of core 
duroy decorated with immense pear! but- 
tons still occasionally contrasts with the 
modern surroundings of Covent Garden 
Market. He pays no rent, so can under- 
sell the shopkeeper, who must add this 
charge to prices. So the costermonger 
thinks that if he be compel'’ed to take 
out a license, as the London County 
Council proposes, then the shopkeeping 
interest may prevail to limit the number 
of such permits. His trade union of- 
ficials are loudly proclaiming this -dan- 
ger at street corners where he meets. 


“REGISTER ANOTHER BLOOMER 
for me,” Charles Yiddel Garneiser vipes 
from Utica, N. Y., just as cheerily as if 
he had cleaned up big. Nobody is going 
to accuse “Yiddel” of being the sort of a 
fellow to brag about his successes.

Kalett will help any man to get a 
reader to work the streets here. The 
town is open for ex-service men; location 
anywhere on Columbia street during week 
eays. Business is fair, but on Saturday 
you can grind all day. And you get good 
buyers. Plenty of noon pitches around 
the shop close to Utica. Kalett will give 
you the dope regarding the shops. Met 
Herman Sugarman, the oldtimer, here a 
few days ago. He is now in the canvass- 
ing game. After Christmas I am leaving 
for Los Angeles. S. S. Hunter has been 
here for the last two weeks selling 
humpty-dumpty and glass-cutting knives. 
He is doing well, he states. Chamberlain, 
from Buffalo, has been holding down a 
corner here for the last week, but has 
just left for his home town.” ‘“Yiddel”, 
by the way, claims to be the original con- 
tributor to the Pipes for Pitchmen depart- 
ment outside The Billboard office. He 
recalls that he started writing pipes about 
10 years ago. “I sent nothing but short, 
snappy pipes,” he says. “Nothing doing 
on the long stuff. I would turn in about 
a column and a half a week. I never sent 
padded stuff; just honest, straight facts 
that the boys on the road were anxious 
to read.”

October 27, Romance, revived by Doris 
Keane (Playhouse). 

Doris Keane made a welcome return to 
the London stage in her most successful ve- 
hiele, Romance, which had an excellent re- 
ception on Wednesday night. Unlike most 
revivals of plays not of themselves in the 
first rank, Edward Sheldon’s piece wears 
well, Owen Nares shared the enthusiastic 
honors of the evening. 

The Lash came up from the “Q.” to 
the Royalty this week, and the thrashing 


scene has caught the attention of the 
town. Alfred Drayton as the father hits 
home with sound effect, both on his 


ne’er-do-well son (Denys Blakelock) and 
the audience. 

John I. Balderston, Americah jour- 
nalist, and chief author of Berkeley 
Square, has been hitting out at first+ 
night audiences. “These first highters,” 
he says, “are as fit to judge a play of an 
unusual type as a drunkard to appraise 
a vintage wine, or a man in the last 
Stages of indigestion, induced by glut- 
tony, to pass judgment on a new sauce.” 
He says that if any play of his is done 
in London in the future, he will demand 
a clause in his contract prohibiting the 
sale of first-night tickets to “professional 
first nighters’”’. 

Something of a sensation was caused 
by the sudden withdrawal, without no- 
tice, on Monday night of Love Adrift, the 
Hungarian opera bouffe, which Henri 
Taunay and William Foss were billed as 
having presented at the Gaiety. The 
piece had run only 16 nights and had 
never recovered from its initial bad re- 
ception. As I said, the Gaiety was not 
the right house for this work, but the 
sudden termination resulted in salaries 
not having been paid Saturday night, with 
the result that the musicians had, it was 


said, threatened, thru their union, not 
to play on Monday evening. Taunay 
says he was not responsible for the 


choice or presentation, but that Foss had 
a promotion company, Musart, Limited, 
which put the show up. As, however, 
Taunay’s name had been associated thru- 
out with the show, he felt bound to see 
that the artists were paid. 

Foss states that he received the salary 
check from abroad too late for cashing 
on Saturday. The players were paid

on Monday night, but owing to the dif- 
ficulties the~management decided to take 
off the piece. Of course, one hears the 
usual generalizations about the British 
public not liking opera and so forth, but 
this is usual when a management has 
judged a work badly and failed to pro- 
vide a winner. The Foss-Taunay man- 
agement has a five years’ lease of the 
Gaiety, but I hear it will now sublet. 

The Royal Albert Hall, of which Charles 
B. Cochran was recently made manager, 
is to be the home of spectacular dramatic 
productions, if a bill now in course of 
drafting becomes law. A section of the 
seatholders are trying to prevent the 
increase of seat rents, but it seems prob- 
able that Parliament will sanction this 
bill in spite of opposition. In any case, 
the change in policy, that is, the running 
of purely dramatic entertainments, will 
probably be carried, whatever opposition 
the seatholders put up, so C. B. is mak- 
ing plans accordingly for unusual pro- 
ductions to be staged there after next 
summer, Among them is the presentation 
of Henry V as a tremendous spectacle. 
Robert Loraine is mentioned as the prob- 
able Henry. Cochran considers Loraine 
the finest romantic actor on the English 
stage. 

I previously mentioned that Cochran 
hopes also to present The Miracle in as- 
sociation with Morris Gest. If this plan 
develops, Lady Diana Duff-Cooper will 
probably play lead, and the form of 
presentation will refemble the American 
production. Also Cochran has arranged 
for Sybil Thorndike to appear in a great 
religious play, which is particularly suit- 
able to the Albert Hall. 

The Bristol Opera Festival includes a 
large proportion of British composers’ 


works. an week they gave a typical 
light production by Dame Ethel Smyth, 
called The Entente Cordiale, and a scene 
from Pilgrim’s Progress, called The 
Shepherds of the Delectable Mountains, 
with music by Vaughan Williams. Also 
they are giving this week Charles Stan- 
ford’s setting of Sir Henry Newbolt's 
story, The Traveling Companion, 

The London County Council has pro- 
vided in regulations now operative that 
no illuminated advertisement shall be ex- 
hibited in the administrative county of 
London at a height more than 30 feet 
from the ground. This is not to apply 
for five years to existing hoardings or 
buildings on which such signs appear, but 
it will prevent the showing of lofty sky 
signs in theaterland. Also the regulations 
prevent any advertisements being shown, 
any part of which, in excess of 70 square 
feet, is above the 30-foot line. 

The De Leon management has found 
another workmanlike play for the “Q” 
this week in Hatit, by Ralph Stock, in 
which Norman McKinnel, Louise Hamp- 
ton, Tom Nesbitt, Gillian Lind and Law- 
rence Hanray have good opportunities of 
clever characterization.

ANNIE OAKLEY 


NNIE OAKLEY (Mrs. Frank Butler), 60, champion rifle shot and 
showwoman, died November 3 at the home of a relative at Green- 
ville, O. She had been in ill health for several months, and became 

unconscious two days before her death. Her husband, Frank Butler, who 
left for Detroit recently on a business trip, is now ill in that city. 

For more than a quarter of a century the name of Annie Oakley was 

known thruout this country and many of the leading nations of Europe 


as champion markswoman of the world. 


She was born in Woodington, 


Darke County, O., in 1866, and when a girl learned to handle a rifle with 


skill. 
rifleman. 


In her teens she met Frank Butler, then regarded also as an expert 
Under his direction she became an expert with the rifle. A 


year later they were married. When Buffalo Bill passed thru the Miami 
Valley he chanced to see an exhibition which Annie Oakley was giving 


in a village near her home. 


He engaged her and her husband for his 


show, Mr. Butler acting as her personal representative and assistant, and 
they traveled with the Buffalo Bill Circus for 17 years. 

In 1901 Annie Oakley was injured in a train accident while a member 
of Buffalo Bill’s troupe, which caused her to be confined in a hospital for 


more than a year. 


Altho she had established some remarkable shooting marks during the 
years she had traveled with Buffalo Bill, some of her best records for 
straight and fancy shooting were made after she had partially recovered 
from her injuries, which had left one side of her body paralyzed. 


A bit of slang, coined in the '90s, has immortalized her name. 


The- 


atrical passes, complimentary tickets to public events, became almost 
universally known as “Annie Oakleys”, the name coming from the fact 


that passes were punched to indicate their character. 


The holes in the 


tickets reminded someone of the bullet holes Annie Oakley picked from 


long range in card targets. 


Shortly before her death Mrs. Butler had planned her. own funeral 


in detail, specifying that the services were to be strictly private.

theater in all its branches today, and I 
declare that the drama is decadent,” first 
of all because it is a covetous, mammon- 
worshiping, money-making institution. 
Looking upon the theatrical world as a 
whole that is the main thing. I refute 
that it is an institution of art. The the- 
ater exists neither for art primarily nor 
for the entertainment nor inspiration of 
the people, but primarily for dividends.” 

Dr. Tucker said, in part: 


“How about the morals of the actors 
during Shakespeare's time? Now, that 
has a good deal to do with the case. The 


morals were such that those gentlemen 
were classed as vagabonds. The profes- 
sion has risen a little bit socia'ly, hasn't 
it. during the past few centuries? The 
advance in theater art is unquestionable. 
Not only are there more good plays pro- 
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duced today, but we have more clever 
players than ever before in the world’s 
history. 

“The theater is an enormous institu- 
tion. It is very old and antedates the 
Christian church three or four centuries 
It is co-extensive with the entire world 
There is the vaudeville stage, there is 
musical comedy, opera, and, which some 
of you may not know, there are the so- 
called bad shows. There are medicine 
shows and there are those shows known 
as boat shows, playing points along vari- 
ous waterways. There are shows of all 
sorts, thousands of them. The world of 
the theater is infinite. It operates every- 
where. If you want to know precisely 
the number of shows and the different 
kinds of shows there are I can refer you 
to what is one of the greatest theatrical 
weeklies in the world. I refer to The 
Billboard magazine.”
